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On  Business  Increasing. 

By  "  Autolycus." 


T  X  the  first  part  of  this  article  it  was  shown  how, 
A  through  persistent  effort  with  introduction  of  new 
ideas,  the  dispensing  and  patents  departments  of  an  old- 
established  suburban  business  were  very  much  improved. 
Now  the  other  departments  are  considered,  and  particu- 
lars given  of  the  methods  by  which  they  also  wTere  much 
extended. 

Own  Preparations 
offer  to  the  pharmacist  an  opportunity  of  doing  business 
in  the  same  field  as  the  widely  advertised  patent  medi- 
cines. It  is  stupid  to  oppose  a  preparation  of  one's  own 
to  every  specific  for  which  there  is  a  demand,  but  it  is 
quite  possible  for  the  pharmacist  to  introduce  something 
of  his  own  to  well-known  customers;  and  when  this  is 
backed  by  his  personal  recommendation  a  sale  can 
generally  be  effected  without  any  suspicion  of  illegitimate 
substitution. 

Medicinal  preparations  should  be  prepared  from 
formulae  which  have  been  proved  to  be  useful  in  general 
cases.  The  simpler  they  are  the  better.  Labels  should 
be  neat  and  plain.  In  some  cases  it  is  better  to  keep 
the  proprietary  unlabelled  and  write  a  plain  dispensing- 
label  as  required.  This  gives  it  the  appearance  of  having 
been  specially  prepared  to  meet  the  individual  case, 
which  counts  for  a  great  deal  with  some  people.  A  good 
simple  formula  for  a  cough-mixture  or  indigestion-mixture 
which  really  benefits  the  person  who  takes  it  is  a 
very  valuable  asset  in  any  business. 

The  same  thing  applies  to  toilet  preparations.  It  has 
been  amply  proved  in  one  pharmacy  that  toilet  prepara- 
tions packed  on  the  premises  sell  well  and  pay  well,  if 
everything  possible  is  1  done  to  make  them  a  success. 
The'  style  and  formula  must  be  good,  and  the  prepara- 
tion must  be  well  and  systematically  advertised.  If  due 
attention  is  given  to  these  points  any  ordinary  pharma- 
cist in  a  good  district  can  work  up  a  very  profitable 
business  in  his  own  toilet  preparations.  Different  articles 
suit  different  districts,  but  toilet  creams,  soap,  and  dental 
preparations  seem  to  sell  as  well  as  any.  During  the 
last  three  years  a  series  of  such  articles  has  been  intro- 
duced under  one  trade-mark,  and  all  labelled  and  packed 
in  the  same  style.  They  have  a  very  considerable  sale 
in  the  district,  and  have  helped  very  largely  in  the 
work  of  increasing  the  business. 

Sundries. 

The  term  covers  all  such  things  as  puffs,  thermometers, 
■  sprays,  hair-brushes,  etc.  In  this  department  there  is 
some  opportunity  for  making  up  the  deficiency  on  patent 
medicines.  It  goes  without  saying  that  quality  should 
not  be  sacrificed' to  price;  inferior  goods  are  the  worst 
advertisement  for  any  trader.  But  so  long  as  the  goods 
are  right,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  profit  should  not 
be  right  also.  The  same  comparisons  cannot  be  made  as 
with  patents.  Brand's  Essence  is  the  same  all  over  the 
country,  but  sponge-bags  vary  greatly  in  quality  and 
price,  so  that  it  is  possible  to  arrange  the  price  of 
sundries  in  order  to  compensate  in  some  measure  for  the 
reduced  profits  in  other  departments.  Sundries  can  be 
made  to  yield  50  per  cent,  profit  on  the  sales,  and  the 
experiences  of  the  past  three  years  have  not  shown  any 
diminution  in  the  demand  for  them. 

Sfecial  Side-lines. 

Photography  may  be  cited  as  the  most  common  instance 
of  a  special  side-line.  Dentistry  and  optics  are  others 
which  are  not  so  common.  Nearly  every  chemist  nowa- 
days is  also  a  photographic  dealer,  but  there  are  many 
"who  could  greatly  increase  this  department  if  they  took 
.some  pauis  to  do  so. 

One  of  the  essentials  of  a  good  photographic  connection 
is  a  large  and  varied  stock  of  materials  and  accessories. 
If  the  pharmacist  wishes  to  obtain  and  retain  the  busi- 
ness that  is  to  be  done  in  his  neighbourhood,  it  is  im- 
perative that  he  shall  be  able  to  supply  his  customers 
with  ■  their  requirements  at  a  moment's  notice.  Amateur 
photographers  are  even  more  impatient  than  confirmed 


medicine-takers,  and  they  frequently  forget  to  buy  their 
plates,  etc.,  until  the  moment  they  wish  to  use*  them. 
All  the  popular  brands  of  plates  v.nd  papers,  therefore, 
as  well  as  ordinary  photo  accessories,  should  be  at  hand 
ready  to  supply  their  demands. 

If  photographic  work  is  undertaken,  such  xs  developing, 
printing,  and  enlarging  (and  it  should  be,  if  possible, 
for  this  is  work  which  pays  very  well),  good  work 
turned  out  at  reasonable  prices  is  the  best  possible  ad- 
vertisement. Better  prices  can  be  obtained  if  prints 
are  produced  with  a  white  margin  by  masking,  and  a 
few  samples  of  sepia-toned  enlargements,  to  show  to 
amateurs  who  have  their  films  developed,  are  often  the 
means  of  bringing  extra  business. 

It  is  really  a  matter  for  astonishment  how  this  side- 
line has  grown  in  this  business.  Three  years  ago  51. 
would  have  covered  the  photographic  rjtock.  To-day  the 
wholesaler's  accounts  average  15?.  to  201.  monthly  during 
the  summer.  In  addition  to  this  the  amount  -taken  for 
photo  work  done,  exclusive  of  materials  supplied,  has 
been  more  than  doubled  each  year,  and  this  increase 
has  now  necessitated  the  employment  of  a  photographic 
assistant. 

So  with  careful  nursing  and  constant  attention  to 
detail  the  increase  in  business  has  been  steady  and,  so 
far,  satisfactory.  But  the  limit  has  not  yet  been  reached, 
therefore  the  same  attention  and  the  same  care  are 
necessary  in  order  that  this  advance  shall  be  maintained.

A  Zepto  Window. 

The  above  window-display  by  Messrs.  Northvvay  &  Co., 
chemists,  21  Great  Tower  Street,  London,  E.C.,  has  the 
dual  merit  of  simplicity  and  pulling-power.  The  great 
attraction  is  a  mirror  in  the  centre  at  the  same  level  as 
the  head  of  the  onlooker.  The  card  above,  "  Look  in  this 
mirror,"  seems  to  bean  irresistible  attraction,  and  that  the 
question  "Are  your  teeth  white?"  is  not  answered  satis- 
factorily in  every  case  is  shown  by  the  demand  for  Zepto 
pencils,  which  is  the  real  subject  of  the  display.  Of 
these  tartar  pencils  themselves  only  a  few  boxes  are  shown, 
two  stands,  each  holding  a  dozen  pencils  fanwise,  forming 
the  conspicuous  objects.  The  neatly  worded  ehowcards  are 
prominent  against  a  green  cloth  background.  Since  the 
window  has  been  put  in  sales  have  averaged  about  three 
dozen  Zepto  pencils  a  day,  and  the  curious  part  is  that 
it  has  also  helped  the  sale  of  tooth-brushes  and  dentifrices.

The  Kaiser  and  Therapeutics.  —  Last  week  the  in- 
auguration ceremony  took  place  of  the  new  Research  Insti- 
tute for  Experimental  Therapy  at  the  Kaiser  Wilhelm 
Institute,  Danlem-Berlin,  in  the  presence  of  the  Kaiser  and 
numerous  distinguished  guests.  A  tour  of  inspection  was 
made,  and  the  Kaiser  was  present  at  demonstrations. 
Professor  Wassermann  gave  a  demonstration  of  his  well- 
known  reactions  in  their  applications  to  human  and  animal 
diseases.  The  Kaiser  also  showed  great  interest  in  the 
cancer  experiments  conducted  by  Professor  Wassermann  and 
Professor  Neuberg. 

A.  Monument  to  liebig',  one  of  Darmstadt's  greatest 
sons,  was  unveiled  on  October  31  in  the  town  of  his  birth, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Duke  and  Grand  Duchess  of 
Hesse,  the  Hessian  Ministers  of  State,  etc.  Among  those 
present  were  a  daughter  and  a  grandson  of  Liebig.  The 
monument  has  been  erected  by  public  subscription,  and 
represents  a  sitting  allegorical  female  figure,  Science,  hold- 
ing in  her  hand  a  globe  bearing  Chemistry — represented  as 
a  female  unveiling  her  secrets.  Below  is  a  medallion 
portrait  of  Liebig's  head,  and  on  both  sides  are  reliefs,

one  representing  Liebig  with  a  scholar  at  Giessen,  the  Uni- 
versity at  which  he  was  the  first  Professor  of  Chemistry,  and 
thereby  gained  official  recognition  for  this  new  branch  of 
science.  Here  he  is  represented  holding  a  spirit  lamp  in 
his  hand,  with  which  he  is  warming  a  test-tube.  On  the 
other  side  is  another  relief  showing  him,  also  with  a  scholar, 
in  Munich.  The  scholar  is  holding  a  pair  of  scales,  and  is 
weighing  some  substance.  The  monument  is  just  in  front  of 
the  "  Angel  "  pharmacy  of  Merck,  and  is  another  embellish- 
ment of  the  principal  square  of  Dai'mstadt.  Medical  Coun- 
cillor Dr.  E.  A.  Merck,  president  of  the  committee,  in  a 
brief  speech,  handed  the  monument  over  into  the  safe  keep- 
ing of  the  town.  Numerous  wreaths  were  deposited  by  the 
Association  of  German  Chemists,  the  Hessian  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  the  University  of  Giessen,  etc.  Liebig  first 
studied  pharmacy  and  passed  his  apprenticeship  in  the 
pharmacy  in  the  little  town  of  Heppenheim,  half-way 
between  Darmstadt  and  Heidelberg.

Public  Servants  and  Extra  Discounts, 

The  Balham  and  Tooting  Traders'  Association  on  Octo- 
ber 31  j}assed  a  resolution  strongly  protesting  against  the 
practice  obtaining  in  certain  quarters  among  public  ser- 
vants of  soliciting  special  discounts  off  traders'  usual  prices.

This  stated  that 
any  advantage  offered  by  a  local  trader  would  be  an 
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inducement  to  the  members  of  the  Association  to  purchase 
from  that  particular  firm.  The  application  was  made  on 
the  official  letter-headings  of  the  Education  Department  of 
the  London  County  Council.  It  was  also  decided  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  London  County  Council  and  the 
Education  Committee  to  the  matter.

Liverpool  Notes. 
There  has  been  a  big  run  on  "  Phosferine  "  lately, 
owing  to  window-displays  backing  up  the  "  word-build- 
ing  "  advertisement  campaign. 

Two  more  Liverpool  drug-stores  under  unqualified 
management  have  recently  closed  their  doors.  The  In- 
surance Act.  is  helping  the  public  to  find  out  who  are 
qualified  chemists. 

There  was  a  goodly  demand  for  dragon's-blood  on  the 
night  of  October  31 ,  many  blushing  damsels  timidly 
entering  pharmacies  in  the  North  for  it.  "  Hallowe'en  " 
has  a  lot  to  answer  for,  says  our  correspondent. 

The  decision  of  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  that  it  :s 
illegal  to  dispense  other  than  "urgent"  prescriptions  on 
early-closing  day,  has  come  as  a  bombshell  to  local 
chemists.  Inspectors  have  been  round  telling  chemists 
not  to  exhibit  the  "Statutory  cards"  on  Wednesday 
evening ;  that  they  (chemists)  have  no  right  to  open  at 
all.  Several  chemists  who  usually  opened  refrained  from 
doing  so  last  Wednesday.  It  is  understood  that  a  test 
case  will  be  fought  over  the  matter.  Some  chemists,  to 
get  over  the  difficulty,  asked  doctors  to  mark  all  pre- 
scriptions "urgent."  As  this  makes  the  prescription 
carry  a  late  fee,  some  doctors  who  are  keenly  interested 
in  the  floating  sixpence  refuse  to  do  so  unless  they  have 
instructions  from  the  Insurance  Committee.  The  general 
opinion  is  that  the  compulsory  closing  order  will  have 
to  be  rescinded.  It  will  be  interesting  to  wait  and  see 
what  the  Insurance  Committee  intend  to  do. 

Midland  Notes. 
"  Quinine  in  time  may  save  nine,"  is  an  adage  of  the 
poultry-keeper  iir  the  Midlands. 

At  Chapel  Ash,  Wolverhampton,  the  advertiser  of  a 
"  Shop,  large,"  by  way  of  recommendation  says  it  is 
"  three  doors  from  Boots,  chemist." 

The  private  motor-car  has  invaded  pharmacy,  and  it  is 
being  asked  whether  it  is  a  product  of  the  Insurance 
dispensing  profits.  An  Aston  pharmacist  who  has  a  good 
business  in  a  good  position  has  just  obtained  one  valued  at 
500/. 

At  the  City  Municipal  School  186  students  have  had 
to  be  rejected  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation.  The 
City  Council  referred  the  proposed  extension  of  the  school 
back  to  the  committee  in  view  of  the  Government's  pro- 
posals embodied  in  a  Bill  to  be  presented  to  Parliament 
next  Session. 

At  the  final  meeting  of  the  Birmingham  Finance  Com- 
mitter for  the  present  year,  at  which  Alderman  F.  C. 
Clayton  presided  for  the  last  time  after  thirty-one  years' 
service,  Alderman  Bowater  proposed  a  eulogistic  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Clayton  for  his  services,  which  was  carried 
unanimously.  Mr.  Clayton  is  to  be  entertained  at  a 
banquet  and  presented  with  an  illuminated  address.  The 
local  "Post"  of  October  31  published  some  interesting 
reminiscences  of  Alderman  Clayton  regarding  the  city 
purse  during  the  time  it  was  in  his  care. 
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Shops  Act. 

The  Gellygaer  (Glam)  Urban  District  Council  propose 
to  make  a  closing  order  fixing  the  weekly  half-holiday  on 
Thursdays  at  1  r.M.  for  pharmacists,  chemists,  druggists, 
and  seedsmen. 

The  Cardiff  City  Council  on  November  1  issued  an 
order  for  vendors  of  insecticides  to  close  at  7  p.m.  on 
■each  day  except  Saturday,  when  the  closing-hour  is  to  be 
9  p.m.  On  one  week-day  the  business  is  to  be  suspended 
at  1  p.m. 

Pharmacy  in  Guernsey. 

The  Eoyal  Court  of  Guernsey  has  resumed  considera- 
tion of  the  Provisional  Ordinance  regarding  the  sale  of 
medicines  and  poisons  which  was  submitted  to  the  States 
in  June.  This  brings  the  schedule  of  poisons  in  line 
with  that  of  Great  Britain  as  amended  in  1908  and  added 
to  recently  as  regards  synthetic  hypnotics.  It  also  adds 
to  the  existing  list  of  exempted  articles  which  may  be 
■sold  by  retailers  other  than  chemists  the  following  : 

Cough  syrups  or  mixtures  prepared  by  local  authorised 
chemists  and  having  their  names  and  addresses  thereon. 

Liniments  for  household  use  and  for  emergencies,  labelled 
and  guaranteed  by  local  authorised  chemists. 

Pills,  purgative  or  laxative  only,  labelled  and  guaranteed 
by  local  authorised  chemists,  in  unbroken  and  labelled  boxes 
or  bottles. 

The  Ordinance  further  proposes  : 

To  forbid  the  sale  of  poisons  by  anyone  not  a  qualified 
chemist. 

To  forbid  chemists  to  sell  poisons  other  than  in  bottles, 
packets,  or  envelopes  marked  "  Poison  "  in  large  letters, 
and  bearing  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller. 

To  forbid  chemists  to  keep  poisons  named  in  the  First 
Schedule  otherwise  than  in  cupboards,  boxes,  or  other  places 
under  lock  and  key. 

To  forbid  chemists  to  sell  poisons  in  the  First  Schedule 
to  minors  under  fourteen  or  to  persons  unknown  to  the 
seller,  unless  introduced  by  someone  known  by  him. 

To  require  chemists  to  keep  ruled  books  in  which  to 
insert  particulars  of  all  transactions  when  poisons  in  the 
First'  Schedule  are  sold. 

The  Ordinance  comes  into  force  forthwith. 

.Landlords,  Shopkeepers,  and  Goodwill. 

On  Thursday,  October  30,  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  received  a  deputation  of  shop- 
keepers organised  by  the  Town  Tenants'  League  and 
representing  the  whole  of  the  retail  trades  of  the  country. 
The  purpose  of  the  deputation  was  to  ask  that  the 
Government  should  give  facilities  for  the  passing  of  the 
Town  Tenants  Bill,  or  to  include  its  principles  in  their 
cwn  land  legislation.  These  principles  are  substantially 
as  follows  : 

(1)  Relief  from  covenants  of  leases  which  arc  unreason- 
able, or  restrict  the  development  of  business ; 

(2)  Continuity  of  tenure  of  business  premises,  or  com- 
pensation for  goodwill  on  disturbance; 

(3)  Compensation  also  for  permanent  improvements  made 
by  the  tenant  which  add  to  the  letting  value  of  the 
premises. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  was  accompanied  by  Lord  Lucas 
(Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture), 
Dr.  Macnamara,  and  Mr.  William  Jones,  one  of  the 
Government  Whips.  Mr.  R.  B.  Evans  (Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  Town  Tenants'  League)  presented  a  memorial 
from  the  League  which  stated  that 

.  Difficulty,  losses,  and  gravo  injustices  arc  inflicted  upon 
traders  in  consequence  of  the  leasehold  system,  under 
which  the  vast  majority  of  them  hold  their  premises.  They 
complained  that  under  such  a  system  they  have  no  security 
of  tenure,  and  large  numbers  are  turned  out  of  their  hold- 
ings and  lose  the  value  of  their  goodwill.  In  many  cases 
they  cannot  renew  leases  upon  equitable  terms,  and  have 
to  negotiate  for  renewals  with  their  hands  tied. 

Alderman  W.  Payne,  of  Chatham,  and  Mr.  Walker 
Clarke,  Chairman  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of 
the  National  Chamber  of  Trade,  also  spoke.  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  in  his  reply,  indicated  that  the  whole  matter  has 
been  carefully  considered  by  the  Cabinet,  and  he  stated 
that  he  was  authorised  by  the  Government  to  tell  the 
deputation  that  the  principles  of  the  Town  Tenants  Bill 
will  be  adopted.    Everything  which  legitimately  belongs 


to  a  landlord  will  remain  in  his  possession,  and  nothing 
which  fairly  belongs  to  the  tenants  will  be  taken  away 
from  them.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Government  it  is  vital 
to  the  interests  of  the  community  that  traders  in  the 
pursuit  of  their  business  should  have  some  sense  of 
security  against  confiscation  and  eviction.  The  present 
impression  of  the  Government  is  that  Commissioners 
whom  they  intend  to  appoint  under  the  Land  Ministry, 
excellent  business  men  rather  than  lawyers,  will  be  able 
to  decide  what  ;s  fair  between  landlord  and  tenant 
without  resort  to  litigation. 

Prom  Various  Courts. 
At  Eccles  on  November  3,  Charles  Morton  (20),  of 
Skillingthorpe  Street,  Weaste,  was  committed  for  trial 
on  a  charge  of  shop-breaking.  It  was  alleged  that 
prisoner  had  broken  into  various  shops,  including  the 
pharmacy  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Scholes,  chemist,  130  Church 
Street,  Eccles,  where  he  stole  3/.  12*.  6d. 

At  the  Kidderminster  Children's  Court  on  October  31, 
Alfred  Ashcroft  (13)  was  sent  to  a  reformatory  fcr 
three  years  for  breaking  into  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  E.  J. 
Bromage,  chemist  and  druggist,  Mill  Street,  Kidder- 
minster, where  he  was  formerly  employed  as  errand-boy. 
Two  other  boys  were  placed  on  probation  for  six  months 
in  connection  with  the  same  offence. 

At  Old  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  October  31, 
Charles  James  Burton  (30),  clerk,  was  charged,  on  remand, 
with  embezzling  71/.  6s.  3d.,  the  moneys  of  his  employers, 
Messrs.  Henry  W.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  druggists'  sundries- 
men,  Commercial  Street,  E.  It  was  stated  that  the 
prisoner  had  been  previously  convicted  of  a  similar  offence, 
which  Mr.  Uush  knew  when  he  took  prisoner  into  his 
employment.  Even  now  prosecutor  pleaded  for  the 
prisoner  to  be  leniently  dealt  with.  Prisoner  was  further 
remanded,  with  a  view  to  his  being  bound  over. 

At  Old  Strset  Police  Court  on  October  31,  Henry  Currie 
(38),  carman,  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
stealing  and  receiving  six  cases  of  syphons,  value  61.  6s., 
the  property  of  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  Co.  It 
appeared  that  prisoner  was  employed  by  Camwal, 
Ltd.,  and  that  this  company  had  made  a  claim  against  the 
G.E.R.  Co.  for  50/.  on  account  of  syphons  which  had  been 
lost  in  transit  on  the  company's  system.  For  the  prosecu- 
tion it  was  stated  that  prisoner,  who  had  already  seventeen 
cases  of  empties  on  his  van,  on  arrival  at  the  Bishops- 
gate  goods  depot  put  five  more  there  from  a  stack  in 
the  yard.  He  made  no  reply  when  the  foreman  asked 
how  many  cases  he  had  brought  in,  but  answered  in  the 
affirmative  to  the  foreman's  remark,  "You  have  twenty- 
two."  Accused's  van  was  then  loaded  up  with  another 
forty-six  cases,  but  prisoner  delivered  only  6ixty-three, 
and  denied  emphatically  that  he  had  had  sixty-eight  cases 
on  his  van.

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FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


Lyons  Wholesale  Druggists,  have  formed  an  Asso- 
ciation, to  be  composed  of  those  only  who  are  members  of: 
the  Paris  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association. 

Proposed  Duty  on  Cod-liver  Oil. — The  President  of 
the  Paris  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association  mentioned  at. 
a  recent  meeting  that  the  Customs  Committee  is  con- 
sidering the  advisability  of  levying  an  import  duty  orr 
cod-liver  oil.  It  appears  that  works  have  been  estab- 
lished at  Marseilles,  as  well  as  in  certain  foreign  ports, 
for  rectifying  whale  oil  and  rendering  it  palatable  by  a« 
new  process.  To  prevent  the  fraud,  the  French  Govern- 
ment is  studying  the  question  of  making  whale  oil  andi 
other  fish  oils  subject  to  a  duty  varying  from  8f.  to  2£>f . 
per  hundred  kilos,  (say  3s.  to  10s.  per  cwt.). 

Revision  of  the  Pharmacy  Law. — The  Committee  of 
Hygiene  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  has  been  for  some 
time  past  engaged  in  studying  the  revision  of  the  phar- 
macy law.  The  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  having  been' 
requested  by  the  Committee  to  give  its  opinion,  con- 
voked the  representatives  of  the  General  Association  of 
French  (Retail)  Pharmacists,  of  the  Association  of  Manu- 
facturers of  Proprietary  Medicines,  and  of  the  Wholesale- 
Druggists'  Association.  On  certain  points,  as  will  be- 
readily  understood,  the  first  two  bodies  mentioned  diet 
not  agree,  but  the  general  propositions  submitted  by  the- 
wholesale  druggists  do  not  appear  to  have  been  criticised' 
either  by  retailers  or  manufacturers.  The  Committee  of 
Hygiene,  in  its  turn,  invited  and  heard  the-  delegates  of 
the  three  Associations,  and  also  of  the  Society  of  Great 
Commercial  Pharmacies'  (Drug-Stores),  of  the  Paris 
Medical  Association,  and  of  the  Press.  M.  Schmidt, 
Deputy  and  ex-pharmacist,  has  been  nominated  by  the- 
Committee  to  draw  up  a  report. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Cocaine-smuggling. — Further  particulars  in  regard  to 
the  "  record  "  seizure  of  cocaine  reported  in  our  issue  of 
October  18  (index  folio  590)  were  given  in  the  "Bombay 
Chronicle  "  of  October  13,  when  Bernard  E.  Blundell,  a 
P.  &  0.  steward  on  the  Persia,  and  A.  E.  Churchill,  a 
shore  gunner  of  the  P.  &  O.  Co.,  were  sentenced  to 
a  year's  imprisonment  and  to  pay,  a  fine  of  Rs.  1,000 
each,  for  smuggling  216,000  grains  of  cocaine.  This  was- 
not  the  biggest  seizure  of  cocaine,  as  about  two  years 
ago  430,080  grains  of  cocaine  was  seized. 

Opium  Auctions  in  1914. — The  Indian  Government 
announce  from  Simla  that  next  year  not  more  than  13,200 
uncertified  chests  of  Bengal  opiuni  will  be  offered  for  sale, 
and  not  more  than  1.100  chests  in  each  month  of  the 
year.  Of  the  quantity,  to  be  offered  for  sale  in  each  of 
the  months  of  January  to  November,  940  chests  will  he 
Benares  and  160  chests  Patna  opium ;  and  at  the  sale  in 
December  941  chests  will  be  Benares  and  150  chests  will  be 
Patna  opium.  The  Government  reserves  to  itself  the  right, 
to  alter  the  quantity  and  class  of  opium  to  be  offered  for 
sale  in  each  month.  No  reduction  in  the  quantities  to' 
be  sold,  however,  will  be  made  without  three  months' 
previous  notice. 

Coconut-oil  Adulteration. — Owing  to  large  quanti- 
ties of  ground-nut  oil  imported  into  Galle,  alleged 
to  be  for  the  purpose  of  adulterating  coconut  oil,  the 
Galle  Chamber  of  Commerce  have  asked  the  Ceylon 
Government  to  impose  a  prohibitive  import  duty  on 
ground-nut  oil.  The  matter  having  been  referred  by  the 
Colonial  Secretary  to  the  Ceylon  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
that  body  reply  that  although  ground-nut  oil  may 
possibly  be  used  as  an  adulterant,  it  is  nevertheless- 
required  for  quite  legitimate  purposes,  and  they  naturally 
hesitate  to  support  the  Galle  Chamber's  recommendation, 
which  might  be  the  means  of  interfering  with  legitimate 
trade.  The  Chamber  suggest  that  if  the  tendering  of  an- 
adulterated  article  for  sale  as  a  pure  one  is  not  a 
punishable  fraud  provision  should  be  made  to  make  it  so.

The  Union. 

Customs  Decisions. — Among  the  principal  decisions 
irendered  by  the  Customs  is  that  agar-agar  (Japanese 
isinglass)  will  pay  15  per  cent,  ad  vol.,  and  Cirengol  (an 
insecticide)  3  per  cent,  ad  val.,  but  the  latter  has  a  rebate 
•of  "the  whole  of  the  duty"  if  manufactured  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 

Orange  Free  State. 

Commander  Corfield,  who  lost  his  life  in  Somaliland 
.recently,  was  at  one  time  on  the  staff  of  Messrs.  Heynes, 
Mathew,  Ltd.,  at  Bloemfontein. 

The  Hannah  Case. — The  appeal  of  Thomas  Hannah,  of 
Amersfoort,  Transvaal,  who  was  fined  a  total  of  495/.  in 
April  last  for  contravening  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy 
'Ordinances,  1904,  by  practising  as  a  medical  practi- 
tioner, chemist  and  dentist  without  being  registered  in 
the  Transvaal  (C.  <l-  D,,  April  26,  index  folio  616;  May  24, 
index  folio  784),  was  heard  in  the  Appellate  Division  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  South  Africa  on  September  19  at 
Bloemfontein  before  Lord  de  Villiers,  Sir  William 
Solomon,  and  Mr.  Justice  de  Villiers.  Judgment  was 
given  on  October  8,  when  the  appeal' was  dismissed. 

Customs  and  Excise  Difficulties. — Much  discontent 
•exists  among  chemists  (writes  a  Bloemfontein  correspon- 
<dent)  at  the  treatment  meted  out  under  Union  to  the 
•Orange  Free  State  in  Customs  and  Excise  matters.  Only 
•one  official  now  remains  at  Bloemfontein  to  carry  out  the 
work,  and  his  position  is  made  almost  impossible  by  reason 
<of  the  amount  of  detail  work  placed  upon  him  and  the 
autocratic  manner  in  which  the  officials  at  Pretoria  act. 
No  discretion  whatever  is  allowed  to  the  Free  State 
•department,  while  the  Cane  acts  independently  of  Pre- 
toria. As  an  instance,  bay-rum  may  be  cited  as  an  article 
which  may  be  made  with  duty-free  manufacturing  spirit 
in  the  Cape,  but  not  in  the  Free  State.  Immediately  the 
new  regulations  were  gazetted  Free  State  manufacturers 
were  charged  duty  on  preparations  which  had  been  passed 
hitherto.  Lists  of  preparations  which  it  was  desired  to 
manufacture  under  rebate  have  been  sent  in,  but  the 
Department  is  unable  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  when 
Pretoria  will  deal  with  them.  Meanwhile,  no  one  knows 
what  is  allowed  or  what  preparations  will  be  surcharged 
with  duty  after  manufacture.  In  one  country  town  of 
•considerable  importance  permission  to  use  spirit  under 
rebate  was  refused  the  chemists  on  the  ground  of  inability 
-on  the  part  of  the  Department  (at  Pretoria)  to  provide 
proper  supervision.  On  the  matter  being  pressed,  how- 
ever, the  Commissioner  relented,  and  stated  that  permis- 
sion would  be  given  if  the  chemists  would  make  their  own 
arrangements  with  some  Government  official  for  super- 
vision'. ',  .'• 
Transvaal. 

Bargain  Store  Competition. — Morrison's  fancy-goods 
■store  at  Pretoria  has  been  holding  a  "half-price"  sale, 
in  which  chemists'  sundries  figured  largely.  Shaving- 
sticks  of  all  makers,  were  priced  Is.  each,  half-price  being 
*6d. ,  which  is  below  cost  in  Pretoria;  and  a  5-oz.  bottle  of 
toilet-paraffin  was  obtainable  for  6<7.  Local  chemists  have 
much  reason  to  complain  of  such  reckless  competition. 

Business  Changes. — Mr.  H.  A.  France,  chemist  and 
•druggist  ,  Monument  Buildings,  Krugersdorp,  has  sold  his 
Business  to  Mr.  John  Christie. — The  Government 
"Gazette"  of  October  3  announces  that  the  chemist 
'(general  dealer)  business  registered  at  Revenue  Office, 
Johannesburg,  in  January  1913,  under  the  business  name 
•of  E.  H.  Ball.  188  Market  Street,  Johannesburg,  has  been 
■abandoned  as  from  September  30. 

Calumba. — The  exports  from  Porto  Amelia,  East  Africa, 
•during  1911  included  331  tons  calumba-root,  valued  at 
•2,652L 


Libels  on  Mr.  Glyn-Jones. 

AT  the  Brentford  Police  Court  on  November  1,  Walter 
Tyler  (54),  formerly  a.  Food  and  Drugs  and  Weights 
and  Measures  Inspector  under  the  Middlesex  County 
Council,  was  charged  on  remand  with  (1)  having  wilfully 
exposed,  at  Twickenham,  indecent  and  obscene  writings, 
and  (2)  having  maliciously  published  a  defamatory 
libel  in  the  form  of  a  letter  directed  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- 
Jones,  M.P.,  24  Old  Park  Villas,  Palmer's  Green,  N. 
Mr.  H.  C.  Green  presided  on  the  Bench,  and  the  other 
Magistrates  present  were  Mr.  G.  Fraser.  Mr.  W.  Fenton, 
and  Mr.  G.  S.  West. 

Mr.  Barber,  representing  the  Commissioner  of  Police, 
asked  that  sentence  should  be  passed  for  the  first; 
offence. 

Mr.  Duckworth,  for  the  prisoner,  suggested  that  the 
Magistrates  should  postpone  sentence  until  they  heard 
the  second  charge,  suggesting  that  that  should  not  be 
gone  on  with.  The  Magistrates  ruled  that  the  second 
charge  should  be  proceeded  with. 

Mr.  Peevor  said  that  he  appeared  on  behalf  of  the. 
Director  of  Public  Prosecutions.  The  second  charge  was 
brought  under  the  5th  Section  of  the  Libel  Act,  and 
before  entering  into  details,  lie  thought  it  necessary  to 
go  back  to  the  year  1908.  Prisoner  was  then  an  .  inspec- 
tor of  weights  and  measures  for  the  County  of  Middle-, 
sex,  and  at  the  time  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  presided  over  a 
sub-committee  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council,  whic't 
had  occasion  to  enter  into  certain  investigations  as  to 
the  prisoner's  conduct  as  inspector  of  weights  and  mea- 
sures. As  a  result  of  the  report,  and  of  a  recommenda- 
tion made  uoon  it  by  the  General  Purposes  Committee, 
the  County  Council  dismissed  him.  There  v.  as  no  doubt 
(hat  prisoner  knew  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had  the  conduct 
of  the  investigations  which  had  that  result,  for  he  had 
occasional  interviews  with  that  gentleman  in  the  course 
of  them.  From  that  time  till  the  latter  part  of  July  of 
the  present  year  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  heard  nothing  of 
prisoner,  but  from  that  date  he  commenced  to  receive 
a  number  of  letters  of  the  most  disgusting  type.  They 
were  addressed  not  only  to  his  private  hmise  but  later  oix 
were  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  and  to  the  Middle- 
sex County  Council,  The  Guildhall.  Westminster.  They 
purported  to  come  from  different  women,  bearing  quite 
a  number  of  names — Constance,  Carrie,  Cissie,  Gracie, 
Gladys,  Hetty,  and  Winnie.  Every  one  of  them  was  in 
the  same  handwriting,  and  he  thought  the  Bench  would 
not  have  the  slightest  doubt  that  they  were  in  the 
handwriting  of  the  prisoner.  They  suggested  that  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  had  seduced  the  particular  girl  who  was 
supposed  to  be  writing  to  him  asking  that  money  should 
be  sent  to  her.  One  communication  to  which  he  would 
call  particular  attention  was  an  open  postcard  addressed 
to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  s  private  house.  It  contained  the 
words:  "Thanks  for  the  51.  for  the  baby" — a  most 
wicked  libel  to  send  through  the  public  post.  He  should 
prove  Lhat  this  was  in  the  prisoner's  handwriting  by 
witnesses  who  were  familiar  with  it.  Prisoner  thought 
it  necessary  even  to  write  to  Mrs.  Glyn-Jones  :  "Thanks 
to  you  for  your  kindness  in  having  sent  me  the  51." 
Certain  letters  and  papers  were  found  in  the  prisoner's 
possession,  and  when  the  Bench  came  to  look  at  these 
they  would  not  have  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  writing 
upon  them  was  the  same  as  that  contained  in  the  post^ 
cards  and  letters  addressed  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.  Con^ 
eluding  his  address  to  the  Bench,  Mr,  Peevor  said  t 
"  Here  is  a  gentleman  in  the  position  of  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  conducting  public  duties  as  an  officer  of  the 
public  in  this  county.  In  the  course  of  his  duties  he 
had  to  conduct,  no  doubt,  unpleasant  investigations  into 
the  affairs  relative  to  a  public  servant.  These  investiga- 
tions resulted  in  the  servant's  dismissal,  and  some  time 
after  that  this  kind  of  literature  is  scattered  broadcast 
by  him.  It  is  necessary  that  these  facts  should  be 
submitted  to  you  for  your  consideration,  and  as  I  think 
you  will  have  no  doubt  prisoner  is  the  author  of  these 
letters,  I  will  ask  that  after  you  have  heard  evidence 
this  case  should  •  be  sent  to  another ;  court  to  take  its 
trial." 
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Mr.  Glyn- Jones  was  then  called,  and  gave  evidence  in 
support  of  Mr.  Peevor's  statement.  He  was  cross- 
examined  by  Mr.  Duckworth  as  to  the  incidents  which 
led  up  to  the  prisoner's  dismissal  by  the  Middlesex  County 
Council,  and  as  to  abandoning  the  present  proceedings, 
Mr.  Duckworth  remarking  : 

"  There  is  no  attempt  to  justify  those  scurrilous  and 
malicious  libels,  but  don't  you  think  that  the  man  who  has 
written  these  letters  might  have  had  his  mind  turned  at  the 
time  through  brooding  over  what  occurred  to  him?  " 

To  this  the  witness  replied,  "  I  cannot  express  any 
opinion  upon  that.  I  have  placed  the  matters  in  the  hands 
of  the  Court." 

Inspector  George  Mercer,  of  the  Criminal  Investigation 
Department,  New  Scotland  Yard,  gave  evidence  as  to  the 
letters  produced  in  court.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  Chief 
Food  and  Drugs  and  Weights  and  Measures  Inspector  to 
the  Middlesex  County  Council,  recognised  the  handwriting 
of  the  letters  as  that  of  the  prisoner.  Mr.  Howard  Goatley, 
district  valuer  to  the  Land  Valuation  Department  of  the 
Inland  Revenue,  also  identified  the  handwriting. 

This  concluded  the  evidence,  and  Mr.  Duckworth  then 
stated  that  prisoner  would  plead  "Not  guilty."  That,  he 
added,  would  be  the  plea  put  forward  at  the  Old  Bailey 
if  the  Bench  committed  him,  and  prisoner  would  apply 
for  legal  aid. 

The  Magistrates  then  committed  the  prisoner  for  trial 
at  'the  Old  Bailey,  adjourning  the  sentence  in  the  first 
case  sine  die,  and  refused  bail. 

The  next  sessions  at  the  Old  Bailey  will  open  on 
Tuesday,  November  11.

LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Spt.  JEther.  Ifit.  —At  Halifax  on  October  25,  the- 
Luddenden  and  District  Co-operative  Society  were  fined 
5s.  and  costs  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  deficient 
in  nitrous  ether  to  the  extent  of  13  per  cent. 

British  Tarragona  Wine.— The  case  of  Holmes  v. 
Piper,  Ltd.,  referred  back  to  the  Magistrate  by  the  High 
Court  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  25,  index  folio  628),  came  before 
Mr.  Hopkins  at  the  Bow  Street  Police  Court  on  Novem- 
ber 3,  when  he  imposed  a  fine  of  107.  and  107.  10s.  costs. 

Benzoic  Acid  in  Milk.— Mr.  Paul  Taylor,  sitting  at 
the  Marylebone  Police  Court,  had  before  him  on  October  31 
a  case  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  Milk  and  Cream 
Regulations,  1912,  in  which  a  milkman  was  charged  with 
selling  milk  to  which  benzoic  acid  had  been  added  as  a 
preservative  in  the  proportion  of  0.8  grain  per  pint.  The 
defendant  strenuously  denied  having  put  the  preservative 
in,  and  alleged  that  it  must  have  been  done  by  someone 
who  was  his  enemy,  as  he  sells  milk  at  3c7.  per  quart,  or  Id. 
cheaper  than  other  milkmen.  The  Magistrate  is  considering 
li is  decision. 

White  Pepper.— At  Liverpool  on  November  5,  thej 
Stipendiary  awarded  twelve  guineas  costs  against  the  pro- 
secution in  a  case  wherein  a  firm  of  pepper-grinders  was 
summoned  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  for 
selling  white  pepper  adulterated  with  black-pepper  husks. 
A  partner  in  the  firm  said  the  pepper  was  made  from  white 
Singapore  berry,  and  was  precisely  the  same  as  that  for 
which  they  were  unsuccessfully  prosecuted  eleven  years  ago. 
Black  pepper  and  white  pepper  are  the  fruit  of  the  same 
plant,  and  there  was  no  admixture  whatever  in  this  case. 
The  Magistrate  decided  that  no  case  had  been  made  out. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

Pure  Carbon  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd. 
The  debenture-holders'  action  of  Sykes  v.  The  Pure 
Carbon  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  came  before  Mr.  Justice 
Joyce  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  November  4,  on  a, 
motion  for  judgment  in  default  of  appearance.  Mr. 
Rowlands  explained  that  5,000/.  is  due  to  the  plaintiff, 
and  that  the  debentures  had  become  enforceable.  In 
reply  to  h'is  Lordship,  counsel  said  assets  are  only  enough 
to  pay  half  the  debentures.  The  usual  judgment  was 
entered. 

Mendine  v.  Mend-it. 
In  the  Chancery  Division,  on  November  5,  Mr.  Justice 
Eve  concluded  the  hearing  of  an  action  brought  by  Francis 
Wood  Coombe,  trading  as  the  Adhesive  Supply  Co.,  and 
also  as  the  Mendine  Co.,  Arthur  Street,  E.C.,  against 
Mend-it,  Ltd.,  of  Nechells,  Birmingham.  Plaintiff  claimed 
an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  infringing 
the  trade-mark  "Mendine,"  from  selling  under  the  name 
"  Mend-it  "  liquid  glue  not  manufactured  by  the  plaintiff T 
and  from  imitating  the  get-up  of  the  plaintiff's  goods. 
Plaintiff  complained  that  the  defendants'  substance  was 
put  up  in  tubes  substantially  like  those  he  used,  except 
for  the  colour.  Mendine  had  been  used  since  1902,  while, 
as  far  as  the  defendants  were  concerned,  Mend-it  was 
the  creation  of  the  last  twenty  months,  though  the  term 
had  been  used  for  a  short  time  in  1906.  Evidence  was 
given,  and  his  Lordship  gave  judgment  dismissing  the 
action,  with  costs.  In  the  course  of  his  remarks,  his 
Lordship  said  he  doubted  whether,  except  in  one  isolated 
case,  there  had  been  any  attempt  to  pass  off,  and  he  was 
quite  satisfied  that  the  defendants  honestly  adopted  the 
name  "Mend-it,"  and  that  they  had  conducted  their 
business  in  an  honourable  manner. 

An  Oil  Arbitrator's  Award. 
The  case  of  Schofield  &  Co.  v.  Surie  &  Sons  came 
before  Justices  Bray  and  Lush  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division  on  November  4,  in  the  form  of  a  motion  by 
Surie  &  Sons,  produce-brokers,  Fenchurch  Street,  E.C., 
to  set  aside  an  award  by  an  arbitrator  in  favour  of 
Schofield  &  Co.,  dealers  '  in  oil,  lard,  and  tallow,  of 
Manchester. 
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Mr.  Elkin  (for  Surie  &  Sons)  said  that  it  was  sought 
to  set  aside  the  award  upon  two  grounds  of  legal  mis- 
conduct, the  first  being  that  there  had  been  no  sub- 
mission to  Mr  Thos.  Findlater,  who  acted  as  sole 
arbitrator,  and,  secondly,  that  the  arbitrator  made  no 
proper  judicial  investigation  into  the  matters  in  dispute 
between  the  parties  in  the  presence  of  the  parties. 
•Counsel  said  there  had  been  considerable  transactions 
hetween  the  parties,  and  in  January  or  February  of  this 
year  there  was  a  good  deal  of  correspondence.  Schofield 
&  Co.  made  certain  claims  against  Surie  &  Sons  for 
supertare,  short  weight,  freight,  etc.,  and  in  the  whole 
•course  of  the  correspondence  Surie  &  Sons  denied  that 
Schofields  had  any  claim  at  all.  In  February  Schofields 
wrote  from  the  Produce  Exchange  at  Manchester  to  say 
Ahey  had  appointed  Mr.  Findlater  as  sole  arbitrator,  and 
that  he  would  sit  at  the  Midland  Grand  Hotel,  St. 
Pancras,  to  receive  any  evidence  that  they  (Surie  & 
•Hons)  might  wish  to  place  before  him;  otherwise  the 
arbitration  would  be  settled  by  him  on  the  evidence 
supplied  by  them  (Schofields).  It  appeared  (counsel 
added)  that  Mr.  Findlater  did  attend,  and  his  clients 
intimated  that  they  would  not  attend,  as  they  repudiated 
the  arbitration.  Counsel  proceeded  to  refer  to  an 
affidavit  by  Mr.  Surie  to  the  effect  that  they  did  not 
attend  the  arbitration,  and  that  the  arbitrator  called  on 
them  to  say  he  had  come  to  London  to  hold  the  arbitra- 
tion, but  he  did  not  say  if  Schofield  &  Co.  had  attended 
or  whether  there  had  been  a  hearing  at  all.  He  pointed 
■out  that  there  could  be  no  question  of  arbitrating  in 
regard  to  supertare,  as  they  sold  upon  shipping  weights. 

Mr.  Justice  Bray  :  But  you  knew  that  in  all  the  con- 
tracts you  entered  into  there  was  an  arbitration  clause? 

Counsel  admitted  this,  and  proceeded  to  say  that  it 
had  been  said  that  by  a  custom  in  the  trade  the  parties 
were  never  present ;  but  his  clients  felt  they  had  a  right 
to  be  present,  and  they  denied  the  alleged  custom. 

Ultimately  the  Court  dismissed  the  motion,  with  costs, 
Mr.  Justice  Bray  saying  that  there  was  no  evidence  of 
any  legal  misconduct  by  the  arbitrator. 

BANKRUPTCY  REPORT. 

Re  Joseph  Kossick,  trading  as  Kossick  &  Co.,  as  a 
ijhemist  and  Druggist,  at  170  Albert  Road,  Jarrow.— The 
public  examination  of  this  bankrupt  was  commencod  at 
the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  30. 
The  statement  of  his  affairs  appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.,  Octo- 
ber 28,  index  folio  628.  Replying  to  the  Official  Receiver, 
the  debtor  stated  that  he  commenced  business  as  a  drug- 
gist in  Corporation  Street,  Newcastle,  in  1905,  with  25/. 
capital.  He  removed  in  the  following  year  to  Percy  Street, 
where  he  traded  for  about  six  months,  when  his  effects  were 
sold,  and  he  obtained  a  situation.  He  again  commenced 
business  on  his  own  account  at  170  Albert  Road,  Jarrow, 
and  did  fairly  well,  but  in  March  1912  he  began  to  borrow 
money  from  money-lenders  at  a  heavy  rate  of  interest,  and 
found  in  September  1912  that  his  liabilities  exceeded  his 
assets.  In  July  a  fire  occurred  in  his  shop,  and  the  insur- 
ance company  paid  his  solicitors  118/.  Is.  8r7.,  of  which  he 
received  103/.  9s.  2d.  He  also  realised  51/.  17s.  2d.  from  the 
sale  of  the  remainder  of  the  goods  by  auction.  He  gave 
40/.  to  another  firm  of  solicitors  in  order  to  offer  a  composi- 
t:on  to  his  creditors.  He  admitted  that  he  spent  40/.  between 
July  16  and  25,  most  of  it  being  stolen  (he  alleged)  at  Scar- 
borough. He  attributed  his  failure  to  bad  trade,  loss  by 
fire,  interest  to  money-lenders,  and  money  spent  during  one 
week  at  Scarborough.  The  examination  was  adjourned  for 
a  fortnight.

FURNIVALL.— At  City  Road,  Cardiff,  on  November  3, 
Mr.  William  Furnivall,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  eighty- 
two.  Mr.  Furnivall,  who  was  born  at  Hutton,  near 
Weston-super-Mare,  went  to  Cardiff  about  forty  years  ago, 
being  in  business  prior  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.  He 
established  a  lucrative  business,  which  he  continued  until 
recently,  when  it  was  transferred  to  his  son.  Mr.

Chemists'  Interests.

The  Tu  Quoqce. 

Ohaikman  of  Local  Insurance  Committee  :  "  A  patient  complains- 
that  you  kept  him  waiting  an  hour  for  his  medicine." 

I  bate  Pharmacist  :  "  That's  nothing  !  You  keep  me  waiting  sis 
months  before  you  pay  me  for  it." 

Insurance  Act  Drugs. 

Under  this  title  Mr.  Charles  Alex.  Hill,  managing  direc- 
tor of  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  and  President  of  th©- 
Drug  Club,  wrote  to  the  "Daily  Mail,"  November  1,  in> 
reply  to  the  allegation  of  "A  Doctor  on  the  Panel,"  who 
had  written  to  our  contemporary  complaining  of  drugs  and* 
dressings  supplied  to  insured  persons  being  inferior  in 
quality.    In  the  course  of  his  letter  Mr.  Hill  said  : 

"  Since  this  is  not  the  first  occasion  on  which  a  statement 
has  been  made  by  a  biassed  medical  man  that  inferior 
drugs  are  used  for  Insurance  Act  dispensing,  and  that 
special  price-lists  of  such  drugs  have  been  issued  by  whole- 
sale firms,  I  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  grant  me  the  hospitality 
and  publicity  of  your  columns  to  contradict  such  statements 
and  thus  prevent  the  public  from  being  misled.  I  write 
with  reference  solely  to  drugs,  which  are  distinct  from 
bandages,  gauzes,  and  wools ;  in  regard  to  these  latter  I 
do  not  lay  claim  to  special  knowledge. 

When  the  National  Insurance  Act  came  into  force  my 
company — The  British  Drug  Houses — and  all  the  other  lead- 
ing and  reputable  wholesale  drug  firms  throughout  the 
country  decided  without  question  or  hesitation  not  to  issue 
any  special  lists  of  drugs  for  National  Insurance  purposes, 
nor  to  put  out.  any  special  drugs,  nor  to  make  any  differ- 
ence or  distinction  between  drugs  for  dispensing  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act  from  those  required  for  any  other 
purpose. 

My  company  alone  has  between  twenty  and  thirty 
travellers  calling  daily  upon  pharmacists  throughout'  the 
country,  and  had  such  special  lists  as  those  mentioned  by 
the  medical  man  been  issued  they  must  almost  of  necessity 
have  been  brought  to  my  notice,  cither  as  managing 
director  of  The  British  Drug  Houses  or  in  my  capacity  as 
President  of  the  association  which  includes  practically  all' 
the  leading  wholesale  drug  firms  of  Great  Britain. 

One  of  the  most  important,  if  not  the  most  important', 
of  the  obligations  which  chemists  on  the  panel  have  under- 
taken is  to  supply  drugs  of  good  quality  ;  so  that  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  great  argument  in  favour  of  securing 
the  dispensing  for  the  chemist,  and  not  for  the  medical  man. 
has  been  '  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the  insured  person,' 
it  is  evident  that  any  indication  that  the  chemist  intended 
to  use  a  lower  grade  of  medicines  for  the  Insurance  Acs 
dispensing  would  have  been  extremely  bad  business  policy — 
to  put  the  matter  upon  no  higher  basis  than  this. 
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It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  allegations  cast  a 
distinct  slur  not  only  upon  the  integrity  but  also  upon  the 
intelligence  of  panel  chemists  and  of  wholesale  drug  firms. 
The  statement  of  '  A  Doctor  on  the  Panel  "  would  appear 
to  have  been  made  without  knowledge  of  the  facts  and 
•without  due  consideration  of  its  gravity,  and  I  desire,  on 
"behalf  of  wholesale  drug  firms,  publicly  to  controvert  it." 

This  is  a  timely  protest,  and  ample  testimony  to  the 
fact  that  panel  chemists  generally  are  true  to  the  best 
"traditions  of  pharmacy  in  dispensing  Insurance  prescrip 
tions.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a  dispensing  chemist  here 
and  there  has  given  colour  to  such  statements  as  those  of 
"A  Doctor  on  the  Panel  "  by  the  manner  in  which  they 
■explain  their  absence  from  their  local  panels  of  chemists. 
We  believe  it  may  be  said  of  an  overwhelming  majority 
of  panel  chemists  that  they  have. not  varied  their  buying 
of  simples  and  compounds  on  account  of  Insurance  dis- 
pensing, and  that  insured  persons  get  exactly  what  other 
customers  do.

Gazette  "  by  the  National  Health  Insurance  Joint  Com- 
mittee, acting  jointly  with  the  Insurance  Commissioners 
and  the  Welsh  Insurance  Commissioners.  After  the  expira- 
tion of  at  least  forty  days  from  November  4  the  Regula- 
tions will  have  the  force  of  law. 

The  Position  in  Scotland. 

A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
for  Scotland  was  held  at  36  York  Place  on  October  31. 
Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  presided,  and  explained  that  the 
meeting  had  been  called  to  consider  the  situation 
created  by  the  reply  from  the  Scottish  Insurance  Com- 
missioners intimating  that  they  were  unable,  on  financial 
grounds  and  in  the  absence  of  reliable  statistics,  to  coin- 
sent  to  the  proposed  modified  scale  of  dispensing-fees 
which  had  been  submitted  for  their  approval  on  Octo- 
ber 1.  He  explained  in  detail  what  had  been  done 
since  last  meeting,  and  the  situation  was  discussed. 
The  meeting  adjourned  until  after 

A  Mass  Meeting 
of  panel  chemists  from  all  parts  of  Scotland  was 
held  in  the  lecture  hall,  Mr.  Gilmour  again  presiding. 
The  reason  for  the  meeting  as  above  explained  having 
been  submitted  by  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  there  followed 
a  long  report  of  the  work  done  by  the  Pharmaceutical 


Standing  Committee  for  Scotland;  after  which  the  Chair- 
man spoke  on  the  situation,  and  questions  were  put  and 
answered. 

Mr.  Leishman,  Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Commissioners, 
at  this  point  came  in  to  the  meeting  (along  with  Mr. 
H.  L.  P.  Fraser,  M.A.,  Assistant  Secretary  and 
adviser  to  the  Commissioners),  and  proceeded  to  deliver 

An  Address. 

Mr.  Leishman  explained  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they 
only  have  figures  for  six  months  of  the  working  of  the 
Act,  and  even  these  figures  are  incomplete  and  cannot  be 
accepted  as  reliable.    It  appeared  that  if   the  new  dis- 
pensing-fees were  sanctioned  it  would  mean  an  addition 
of  about  4rf.  per  insured  person,  and  if  they  included  an 
allowance  for  payment  of  carriage  and  bottles  in  rural 
areas  that  would  make  it  5d.,  and  if  other  expenses  were 
added  it  might  almost  be  said  that  they  had  to  face  an 
additional  expenditure  of  6d.  per  insured  person.  He 
really  felt  that  there  is  no  money  at  the  present  moment, 
so  far  as  he  could  see,  to  meet  this  additional  expendi- 
ture.   We  are  still  in  an  experimental  stage.  Although 
the  statistics  are  incomplete,  certain  points  emerge.  One 
thing  is  that  the  drug  bill  seems  to  be  increasing,  and 
prescriptions  are  going  up  in  price.    The  returns  show 
that  the  average  price  per  prescription  in  different  areas 
varies  from  7^d.  to  ll^d.    At  the  beginning  the  average 
price  per  prescription  was  something  like  6d.  ;  now,  as 
near  as  can  be  estimated,  it  appears  to  be  from  9d.  to  9^d. 
The  whole  position    suggests  the  necessity  for  a  very 
thorough  investigation.    The  Commissioners  required  to 
be  cautious  because,  as  everybody  knows,  where  public 
funds  are  concerned  the  expenses  always  tend   to  rise, 
and  the  conditions  are  very  different  from  those  affecting 
the  funds  of  private  individuals.    It  seems  true  that  in 
many  districts  the  prescribing  of  costly  proprietary  drugs 
and  of  such  articles  as,  for  example,  malt  extract,  in  large 
quantities  have  tended  to  raise  the  drug  accounts.  While 
doubtless  practitioners  must  have  full  liberty  to  prescribe 
what  they  really  require,  and  while  it  is  absolutely  im- 
perative that  insured  persons  should  have  the  best  possible 
attendance  and  treatment,  there  are  limits  beyond  which 
they   must  regard  such  prescribing  as  extravagant  and 
unnecessary,  and  in  no  way  beneficial  to  the  insured  per- 
sons.   In  6uch  places,  for  example,  as  Aberdeen,  Dundee, 
and  Inverness  the  cost  of  medicines  seems  very  much 
higher  than  in  other  places,  and  it  would  be  necessary  to 
have  some  inquiry  as  to  the  reasons  for  this  very  striking 
difference.    Already  in  several  areas  apparently  the  whole 
2s.  is  practically  used  up.    In  a  great  many  other  areas 
the  granting  of  the  new  dispensing-fees  would  encroach, 
to  some  extent,  on  the  floating  sixpence.    The  doctors 
have  an  interest  in  that  portion  of  the  Drug  Fund;  this 
cannot  be  altered,  and  the  Commissioners  cannot  sanction 
new  arrangements  trenching  upon  that  portion  of  the  Drug 
Fund  without  first  obtaining  the  opinion  of  the  doctors. 
So  far  as  the  adjustment  of  prices  on  different  articles  is 
concerned  he  did  not  think  there  will  be  any  great 
difficulty,  although  it  will  probably  mean  some  increase. 
The  main  difficulty  is   as  regarded  the  dispensing-fees. 
How  could  they  face  such  an  increase  as  4c?.  per  insured 
person  in  the  case  of  a  place  like  Aberdeen,  for  example, 
where  the  estimate  at  present  points  to  Is.  ll^d.  per  in- 
sured person  being  required  ?    In  Inverness  the  sum  is 
1.5.  lid.  per  person,  and  in  Dundee  Is.  lOd.  per  person. 
Obviously  the  granting  of  these  better  dispensing-fees  in 
such  places  would  mean  a  very  considerable  discounting 
of  their  bills.    Were  they  prepared  to  face  such  discount- 
ing?   During  the  six  months'  dealing  there  had  been  no 
great  epidemics  in  Scotland  and  no  extra  sickness.  The 
weather  had  been  good,  employment  had  been  good,  and 
everything  had  been  in  their  favour.    He  also  pointed  out 
that  in  areas  where  the  work  has  been  economically  done 
the  chemists,  under  the  agreement,  will  receive  a  substan- 
tial percentage  addition  to  the  amount  of  their  accounts 
at  the  end  of  the  year.    In  an  area,  for  example,  where 
•only  Is.  per  insured  person  has  been  used  during  the  year 
there  will  bs  a  bonus  bringing  up  the  payment  to  about 
Is.  5d.  per  insured  person.    That  will  be  as  good  as,  and 
possibly  better  than,  the  obtaining  of  better  dispensing- 
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fees  in  such  an  area,.  The  amount  of  money  in  the  hands 
of  the  Commissioners  is  strictly  limited,  and  if  that 
money  were  not  adequate  to  pay  their  accounts  they  would 
require  to  make  application  to  Parliament ;  or,  in  other 
words,  seek  to  obtain  more  money  from  the  taxpayers,  and 
in  that  case  they  would  also  have  the  interest  of  the  tax- 
payers to  consider.  In  all  the  circumstances  he  could  only 
say  that  the  Commissioners  do  not  feel  justified  in  agreeing 
at  the  present  stage  to  the  proposals  made,  and  strongly 
advocated  waiting,  as  he  had  suggested  in  March  last,  till 
the  full  results  of  one  year's  working  of  the  Act  are 
available. 

Mr.  Leishman  then  answered  a  large  number  of  ques- 
tions. Asked  if  he  would  be  willing  to  allow  the  chemists 
to  continue  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  second  medical 
year  in  order  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  get  posses- 
sion of  the  required  information  to  enable  them  to  give 
an  answer  on  the  merits  of  the  proposal  made  by  the 
chemists,  Mr.  Leishman  said  he  would  be  willing  to  enter- 
tain such  an  arrangement,  and  it  could  be  met  by  a  pro- 
viso in  the  agreement  for  1914  to  the  effect  that  the  agree- 
ment, instead  of  running  for  the  full  twelve  months, 
should  be  terminable  by  the  chemist  at  the  end  of  the 
first  three  months. 

Fresh  Considerations. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Chairman,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  Leishman,  who,  in  replying,  said  there 
are  one  or  two  points  he  would  like  them  to  consider,  viz.  : 

Would  they  accept  discounting  of  their  accounts  when 
making  any  further  claim  1  If  so,  that  would  materially 
alter  the  situation,  and  he  would  know  very  much  better 
where  he  was. 

In  the  second  place,  he  emphasised  the  absolute  necessity 
for  dealing  with  the  doctors  and  getting  their  views  as  to 
the  possible  expenditure  of  the  floating  sixpence.  He  re- 
quired this  information  from  the  doctors  themselves. 

He  further  desired  to  hear  their  views  as  to  the  pro- 
posed entering  into  a  provisional  agreement  for  1914.  sub- 
ject to  a  proviso  making  the  agreement  terminable  at 
the  end  of  the  first  three  months  if  the  chemists  so  desired. 

He  also  impressed  upon  them  the  necessity  of  their  exer- 
cising their  special  knowledge  in  the  direction  of  co-operat- 
jng  with  (1)  the  Commissioners.  (2)  the  doctors,  and  (3) 
insured  persons  in  the  endeavour  to  prevent  anything  in 
the  nature  of  extravagant  prescribing  or  an  undue  ex- 
penditure of  Insurance  funds  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
viding of  drugs  and  appliances. 

The  Insurance  Act  provides  the  machinery  for  accom- 
plishing this  end,  and  chemists  must  do  their  bit  of  that 
particular  work. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Leishman  assured  the  meeting  that 
he  was  there  to  do  the  very  best  he  could  for  all  parties 
concerned.  It  might  be  that  the  chemists  would  say  his 
best  was  not  good  enough,  but  all  the  same  he  could  assure 
them  he  had  no  desire  to  do  anything  but  his  very  best  to 
have  the  pharmacy  service  put  on  a  mutually  satisfactory 
basis. 

After  further  discussion  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted  : 

"  That  this  meeting  of  panel  chemists  in  Scotland  agrees, 
without  prejudice  to  further  bargaining,  to  accept,  as  sug- 
gested by  Mr.  Leishman.  the  principle  of  discounting  for 
one  year,  provided  that  the  Commissioners  accept  the  new 
scale  of  dispensing-fees  put  forward  by  our  representatives. 

The  meeting  further  agrees  that,  in  the  event  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioners  not  accepting  the  new  scale  of 
dispensing-fees  on  the  foregoing  conditions  prior  to  the 
time  fixed  for  terminating  the  existing  agreements,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scotland)  be  autho- 
rised to  proceed  as  indicated  in  the  following  paragraph 
of  the  resolution  : 

This  meeting  of  Scottish  panel  chemists  renews  the  pro- 
test made  at  the  mass  meeting  on  March  31,  1913,  as  to 
the  inadequate  remuneration  nrovided  for  Scottish  chemists 
under  the  present  drug  tariff,  and  adheres  to  the  stated 
case  for  revision  of  terms  submitted  to  the  Scott'sh  Insur- 
ance Commissioners  on  October  1,  1913.  as  being  their  mini- 
mum demand.  In  view  of  a  promise  given  at  this  meeting  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Insurance  .  Commissioners 
that  an  endeavour  will  fo»  made  to  secirc  all  necessary 
information  within  an  early  date  after  January  14,  1914. 
to  enable  a  definite  reolv  to  be  made  bv  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  to  the  claim  lodged  on  behalf  of  chemists, 
and  in  view  also  of  an  offer  at  the  same  time  made  by 


the  Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners  to* 
insert  a  proviso  in  the  existing  agreement  or  any  other 
agreement  making  it  terminable  at  the  close  of  the  first 
three  months  of  the  medical  year  beginning  on  January  15, 
1914,  this  meeting  recommends  that,  subject  to  the  fore- 
going proviso,  the  present  arrangement  as  to  dispensing- 
charges  be  allowed  to  continue  till  the  date  on  which  the 
aforesaid  proviso  makes  the  agreement  terminable,  and 
that  a  final  decision  be  deferred  till  a  date  prior  to  the  fore- 
going after  the  Insurance  Commissioners  have  obtained 
the  information  which  they  consider  necessary :  such  ad- 
justment of  the  drug  tariff  as  to  prices  of  drugs  and  appli- 
ances as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Commissioners  to  take 
effect  from  the  beginning  of  the  second  medical  year." 

On  the  motion  of  Bailie  Doig  (Dundee)  a  cordial  vote 
of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the  Chairman. 

Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference  to  the   supply  of  medicines  and 
appliances.    See  also  Winter  Session. 

Aberdeenshire. —  At  the  meeting  of  the  West  Aberdeen- 
shire Pharmacists'  Association  at  Inverurie  on  October  29, 
Mr.  J.  R.  Reith  (Hon.  Secretary)  was  asked  to  read  the 
report  on  Insurance  matters.  This  caused  a  great  deal  ot 
discussion,  but  was  ultimately  adopted.  It  was  proposed 
that  the  revised  tariff  of  medicines  be  discussed,  but  on  the 
Secretary  intimating  that  no  tariff  was  yet  available  for 
that  purpose,  surprise  was  expressed  at  such  being  the  case, 
as  the  English  Associations  had  bee'n  discussing  the  adjusted 
terms  of  the  tariif  for  the  last  two  weeks.  Great  disap- 
pointment was  felt  on  the  receipt  of  the  intimation  of  the 
view  of  the  Commissioners  regarding  the  Scottish  dispensing 
charges.  The  Secretary  was  heartily  thanked  for  his  efforts 
in  trying  to  secure  better  terms  for  panel  chemists  in  the 
country.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  A.  S.  Weir),  before  relinquish- 
ing the  presidential  office,  made  some  strong  criticisms  re- 
garding the  Act  itself  as  well  as  the  treatment  of  chemists 
thereunder.  He  said  :  "  Some  eighteen  months  ago  dire 
necessity  to  endeavour  to  protect  our  meagre  incomes  brought 
us  together  as  an  Association.  The  Insurance  Act  was  the 
immediately  pressing  cause.  I  am  afraid  we  must  confess 
the  sum  total  of  our  efforts  as  an  Association — or  for  that 
matter  we  may  say  all  Scottish  Associations — has  been  rather 
barren  of  results.  We  have  failed,  so  far,  to  get  anything 
approaching  fair  treatment  as  a  body  of  professional 
men."  He  added  it  was  hard  that  decent  remuneration 
had  been  refused  for  exacting  services.  A  word  of  thanks 
was  due  to  the  County  Insurance  Committee  for  backing 
them  up  heartily  every  time. 
Blackpool. -The  Insurance  Committee  on  November  3 
received  from  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  a  report 
stating  that  they  had  a  large  number  of  working  formulas 
for  medicines  which  will  enable  chemists  to  dispense  rapidly 
and  accurately  without  the  doctors  having  to  write  out  a 
long  prescription.    Tho  Committee  approved. 

Bournemouth.— Mr.  Bingham  presided  at  a  meeting  of 
panel  pharmacists  at  Gervis  Hall  Restaurant  on  Friday, 
October  31,  when  the  new  tariff  was  accepted  and  sent  to 
the  Insurance  Committee  for  approval. 

e  Carnarvonshire.— Mr.  J.  W.  Adamson  presided  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Carnarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Pharmacists' 
Association  held  at  Bangor  on  October  29.  and  was  elected 
to  represent  the  Association  on  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  Local  Committee.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  W. 
Lloyd)  reported  on  the  Welsh  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee's  meeting  (C.  &  D.,  October  18,  index  folio 
603).  The  new  tariff  was  adopted.  The  following  were 
nominated  for  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee : 
Messrs.  W.  A.  Roberts  and  H.  Gibson  (Llandudno),  W. 
Hughes  (Conway),  W.  J.  Jones  (Bangor),  E.  R.  Pritchard 
(Ebenezer),  W.  G.  Roberts  (Llanfairfechan),  P.  Evans 
(Carnarvon),  and  L.  E.  Jenkins  (Portmadoc).  Messrs. 
Boots,  Ltd.,  have  since  nominated  Mr.  Williams,  their 
manager  at  Bangor,  and  a  vacancy  remains  for  drug- 
vendors  to  fill.  Mr.  Mcintosh,  member  of  the  County  In- 
surance Committee,  tendered  his  resignation,  owing  to  the 
language  difficulty,  and  Mr.  E.  R.  Pritchard  (Ebenezer, 
Cwm-y-Glo  R.S.O.)  was  elected  his  successor.  Much 
interest  was  evinced  in  the  report  of  the  proceedings  under- 
taken by  tho  Association  through  the  Secretary  with  refer- 
ence to  several  irregularities  under  the  mile-limit.  The 
result  was  a  conspicuous  success  for  the  Association,  which 
was  thanked  by  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee apoointed  to  investigate  the  cases  for  the  informa- 
tion laid  before  them.  The  distances  gained  in  the  various 
districts  were  380  yards.  127  yards,  and  394  yards.  The 
oharmacists  in  this  particular  area  gained  not  only  the 
"'nsured  persons  of  whom  a  list  had  been  sent  by  them  to 
the  Association  Secretary  as  being  within  the  mile-limit, 
but  some  hundreds  of  others  for  whom   the   doctors  had 
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been  doing  the  dispensing  and  obtaining  a  capitation-fee. 
The  next  meeting  will  be  held  at  Carnarvon. 

Chesterfield. —  "  Old  Crow,"  in  the  "  Derbyshire  Courier  " 
of  November  1,  gives  the  lay  view  of  the  controversy  re- 
garding Medical  Association  dispensing  [C.  <£•  D.,  Novem- 
ber 1,  index  folio  673).  He  6ays  the  Association 
simply  proceeds  on  the  old  club  lines.  "  So  that,  if 
there  is  an  objection,  it  is  not  that  the  chemists  are  losing 
trade,  but  that  the  public  are  not  safeguarded  as 
they  are  in  the  case  of  the  private  practitioner,  whose 
diagnosis  and  whose  prescription  are  open  to  the  criticism 
of  qualified  men."  Another  point  not  to  be  lost  sight  of  is 
that  the  money  is  handed  over  in  bulk  and  the  question  cf 
dispensing  taken  for  granted. 

Derbyshire.— Mr.  Clement  W.  Ridyard  (Hon.  Secretary) 
informs  us  that  he  has  applied  for  nomination  forms  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  the  gentlemen  named 
in  the  report  in  our  last  issue  will  be  nominated. 

Essex.— The  negotiations  in  regard  to  the  revised  tariff 
are  well  forward,  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
having  recommended  the  Insurance  Committee  to  accept 
providing  the  Medical  Committee  raises  no  objection.  As 
the  Pharmaceutical  and  Medical  Committees  are  working 
together  amicably  no  difncultv  is  anticipated,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  drug-tariff  will  be  definitely  accepted  within 
a  fortnight.  There  are  few  alterations.  The  additions  are 
chloroform,  puriss.,  8d.  oz.  ;  sem.  lini  contus.,  Ad.  lb.  Dis- 
tilled water  is  to  be  used  when  necessary  or  when  ordered, 
and  there  is  to  be  no  copying-fee  and  no  dispensing-fee  on 
proprietaries.    Poison-bottles  are  to  be  supplied  on  deposit. 

Glasgow.-  At  a  meeting  of  panel  chemists  held  on  Octo- 
ber 30  in  anticipation  of  the  mass  meeting  in  Edinburgh 
the  following  day,  three  'motions  were  submitted  and 
passed.  The  first,  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Hart,  seconded  by  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour,  was  to  the  effect  that  the  remuneration  for 
Insurance  dispensing  is  inadequate,  and  in  specific  instances 
involves  loss.  The  second,  by  Mr.  J.  B.  McVitae,  sup- 
ported by  Mr.  Thomas  Guthrie,  called  for  increased  dis- 
pensing-fecs.  The  third  motion,  by  Mr.  W.  L.  Ourrie, 
seconded  by  Mr.  C.  T.  Cockburn,  was  an  individual  pledge 
not  to  enter  into  any  new  agreement  with  the  local  Insur- 
ance Committee  until  panel  chemists  have  been  advised  by 
the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  that  acceptable  terms 
have  been  arranged  with  the  Commissioners. 

Grimsby.  —Panel  chemists  in  the  district  met  on  Octo- 
ber 30,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Hawdon,  to 
discuss  the  new  tariff.  It  was  agreed  to  add  the  following 
items  :  Liq.  copaibse  co..  B.P.C.,  Ad.  per  oz.,  Id.  per  3j.  ; 
liq.  santal.  co.,  B.P.C.,  8<Z.  per  oz.,  2d.  3j.;  mistura  alba, 
B.P.C.,  Id.  per  oz.  ;  glycerin,  2d.  per  oz.  ;  thyroid-gland  tab- 
lets to  be  2j  grains.  No  prescription  to  be  dispensed  for  less 
than  lc7.  Linum  contus.,  i^d.  per  lb.  ;  and  cod-liver  oil. 
Is.  Ad.  per  pint.  It  was  also  agreed  to  ask  the  Insurance 
Committee  to  pay  chemists'  accounts  more  promptly. 

Heckmondwlke.  -  At  a  meeting  of  the  Spen  Valley  In- 
surance Committee,  held  at  Heckmondwike  on  October  28, 
Mr.  Hays  said  it  got  abroad  that  medicine  from  chemists 
was  not  of  the  same  quality  as  that  which  the  doctor  gave. 
There  had  been  one  or  two  instances  in  which  doctors  had 
had  to  refund  money  paid  by  insured  persons  for  medicines 
which  ought  to  have  been  supplied  by  chemists. 

Hull. —A  well-attended  meeting  of  panel  pharmacists 
was  held  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel  on  October  29.  with  Mr. 
T.  Smith  in  the  chair.  The  Chairman  spoke  approvingly 
of  the  new  tariff,  observing  that  most  of  the  ninety-four 
alterations  which  had  been  made  had  been  dictated  by 
alterations  in  the  market  prices.  Further  alterations  as 
follows  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Insurance  Committee  :

A  minimum  price  of  2d.  per  prescription  is  also  to  be  asked 
for.  It  was  agreed  that  the  meeting  of  the  Association 
for  November  4  should  be  deferred  until  December,  unless 
urgent  business  arises  in  the  meantime. 

Ipswich.— The  panel  chemists  have  accepted  the  revised 
tariff,  with  the  addition  of  Ad.  as  a  minimum  charge  per 
prescription. 


Leeds.  —Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sergeant,  as  Chairman  of  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  wrote  on  October  30  to  the 
"  Yorkshire  Evening  Post  "  in  reply  to  "Leeds  Chemists  " 
"  that  the  payment  of  chemists'  accounts  is  regulated  by 
the  Insurance  Act  itself,  and  if  these  are  discounted  it  will 
emphasise  the  undoubted  fact  that  the  fund  available  for 
the  supply  of  medicines  is  inadequate,  but  the  discounting 
will  be  done  automatically  and  not  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Leeds  Committee."  He  adds  that  Leeds  chemists  have 
been  treated  in  a  generously  fair  manner  by  the  local  In- 
surance Committee,  and  any  insinuation  to  the  contrary  is 
entirely  unwarranted. 

Lincoln-lindsey.  —  On  the  same  day  as  the  Grimsby 
meeting,  and  at  the  same  place,  Mr.  J.  A.  Hawdon  pre- 
sided at  a  meeting  of  Lincoln-Lindsey  chemists  for  the 
same  purpose.  The  same  articles  were  added  to  the  tariff, 
and  the  following  hours  of  dispensing  were  fixed  :  Week- 
days, 8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  ;  Thursdays,  8  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  ;  Thurs- 
days, Bank  holidays,  Christmas  Day,  etc.,  6  to  7  p.m.  ; 
Sundays,  5  to  6  p.m.  All  prescriptions  dispensed  and 
signed  by  the  patient  after  8  p.m.  to  10  p.m.,  50  per  cent, 
extra,  and  10  p.m.  to  8  a.m.,  100  per  cent,  extra.  A  resolu- 
tion about  more  prompt  payment  of  accounts  was  passed. 

Xondon.  — A  meeting  of  the  London  County  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
W.C.,  on  October  28,  Mr.  Edmund  White  presiding.  The 
tariff  for  1914  was  approved,  with  the  following 
modifications  :

2.  Gauzes  in  packets.  1,  3,  and  6  yards  each.  Prices  ;  unrncdi- 
cated,  2d.,  5d.,  9Ji.  each;  medicated,  2\d.,  bid.,  Is.  each. 

3.  Standard  far  unmuedicated  lint  to  be  from  3.0CO  to  3,500  square 
inches  to  1  lb. 

4.  "Cellulose  tissue"  to  read  "cellulose  wadding  and  wood 
wool." 

5.  Catheters,  to  be  double  web  instead  of  single  web. 

6.  The  minimum  total  value  of  any  prescription  form  to  be  one 
penny. 

7.  Decoct.  Cimch.  Rub.  ~|

The  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher)  read  the  Sub-Committee's 
report  on  the  supply  of  proprietaries,  and  all  the  sugges- 
tions made  were  agreed  to  except  one,  which  has  been 
referred  back.  This  report  when  completed  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  as  soon 
as  possible  thereafter  it  will  be  considered  by  the  Medical 
and  Pharmaceutical  Committees  jointly.  Until  then  the 
Sub-Committee  considered  it  inadvisable  to  draw  up  a  list 
of  proprietaries  which  should  not  be  prescribed.  The  report 
of  the  expenses  incurred  during  the  year  showed  a  balance 
in  hand  of  13s.  11c?.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the 
Secretary. 

Plymouth.— At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee a.  letter  from  the  Insurance  Commissioners  was  read, 
pointing  out  that  it  is  not  open  to  an  Insurance  Committee 
to  charge  any  portion  of  the  cost  of  drugs,  etc.,  supplied: 
to  insured  persons  in  any  medical  year  to  the  Drug  Fund 
for  the  subsequent  medical  year.  Mr.  Stanlake,  Chairman 
of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee,  said  that  chemists 
would  have  to  be  paid,  and  it  was  of  no  use  for  the  Com- 
missioners to  say  they  must  not  mortgage  next  year's  money. 
Dr.  Wagner  remarked  that  there  was  great  dissatisfaction 
among  chemists.  Alderman  Phillips  said  he  did  not  think 
the  Government  would  permit  a  body  of  people  like  chemists 
to  supply  a  great  deal  of  material  at  contract  prices  and 
then  be  mulcted  to  the  extent  of  20  or  25  per  cent.  The 
Chairman  averred  that  the  Sub-Committee  were  keenly 
anxious  about  the  matter.  If  they  were  not  allowed  to 
carry  forward  a  debit  he  thought  the  Commissioners  would 
hear  something  from  them,  and  something  strong  too.  The 
number  of  insured  persons  is  increasing.  The  present 
number  is  nearly  32,000,  and  that  would  increase,  so  that 
their  income  would  be  greater.  Prescriptions  wore  not  so 
expensive  as  formerly,  and  it  was  possible,  despite  the  fore- 
bodings of  some  chemists,  that  matters  would  come  out  on 
the  right  side.  Dr.  Simpson  pointed  out  that  this  year  the 
general  health  had  been  exceptionally  favourable.  If  there 
were  an  epidemic  the  position  of  the  Committee,  in  view  of 
the  money  owing  to  the  chemists,  would  be  serious.  The 
report  was  adopted.  At  the  same  meeting  a  letter  was 
considered  from  the  Three  Towns  Friendly  Societies'  Medical 
Institution  stating  that  they  were  prepared  to  comply  with 
all  the  terms  of  the  Insurance  Committee.  Mr.  Roper 
asked,  as  the  inspector  was  present,  whether  apothecaries' 
assistants  were  entitled  to  do  dispensing  under  the  Act.  Mr. 
Jeaffreson  said  he  could  not  answer  that  question  off-hand. 
The  Chairman  said  there  were  negotiations  going  on  be- 
tween the  Medical  Institution  and  the  Commissioners,  and 
until  they  were  completed  it  was  of  little  use  their  discussing- 
the  matter. 
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Portsmouth.  —The  checking  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  of  39.901  prescriptions, 
for .  which  thirty-eight  chemists  claimed  1,255Z.  13s.  6|d., 
has  resulted  in  l,236f.  12s.  lO^ci.  being  allowed  and  passed 
for  payment. 

Sheffield.— The  fifth  amount  recommended  for  payment 
to  chemists  is  1,5042.  8s.  6tf.,  this  being  for  75  per  cent,  of 
the  month's  accounts  and  a  sum  outstanding  from  the 
previous  month's  account.  As  a  month's  payment  this 
amount  should  be  a  matter  of  concern  to  chemists,  as  the 
total  available  for  the  year  is  estimated  at  14,8002.  To 
make  sure  of  their  accounts  being  paid  monthly  chemists 
must  send  the  prescriptions  up  to  the  14th  before  the  third 
Monday  in  each  month.  An  error  occurs  on  the  notice 
■by  the  Insurance  Committee,  as  the  date  given  was  fixed 
when  the  accounts  were  paid  quarterly.  The  Insurance 
Commissioners  have  approved  the  appointment  of  a 
pharmacist  checker,  but  we  understand  that  no  permanent 
increase  in  the  staff  for  checking  prescriptions  will  be 
allowed  pending  the  issue  of  the  regulations  under  Act  of 
1913. 

Staffordshire.  — The  Insurance  Committee  on  Novem- 
ber 1  decided  to  inform  the  manufacturers  of  "  liquid 
haemoglobin  "  (hat  they  could  not  see  their  way  to  include 
the  preparation  in  the  drug  tariff.  [As  haemoglobin  is  not 
a  proprietary  article,  we  presume  that  another  preparation 
is  meant. — Editor,  C.  <St  D.]  In  consequence  of  a  complaint 
from  panel  doctors  about  the  resolution  that  they  should 
not  dispense  in  the  parishes  of  Mow  Cop,  Ncwchapel, 
Harriseahcad,  Figg  Hayes,  Pelsall,  Pelsall  Wood,  High 
Heath,  Heath  End,  and  Little  Wyrley,  the  resolution  was 
suspended  as  regards  these  places  until  further  inquiries 
are  made;  but  the  resolution  as  regards  Eccleshall  and 
Cannock  was  adhered  to. 

West  Bromwich.— Doctors'  and  chemists'  accounts  in 
this  borough  must  be  paid  within  seventeen  days  of  the 
end  of  a  quarter ;  chemists  received  90  per  cent,  of  their 
accounts  on  October  31.  A  meeting  of  panel  chemists  has 
been  called  for  Sunday  afternoon,  November  9,  at  3.30,  at 
Mr.  Rex  Allen's  pharmacy,  53  High  Street,  to  consider 
the  formation  of  a  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  on  the 
lines  laid  down  in  the  circular  received  from  the 
Commissioners. 

West  Hartlepool.- The  Insurance  Committee  have  paid 
the  chemists  90  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  their  accounts 
for  the  October  quarter. 

f  West  Riding:  (Yorks*.— The  Insurance  Committee  re- 
solved on  October  30  that  the  Wakefield  medical  officer  of 
health  be  supplied  with  official  prescription-forms  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  samples  of  drugs  and  medicines  sup- 
plied by  panel  chemists,  the  cost  of  the  drugs  and  medicines 
so  obtained  to  be  refunded  to  the  Committee  by  the  Wake- 
field Corporation,  and  the  Insurance  Committee  to  be 
informed  of  the  result  of  any  analysis  of  samples  so  taken. 
.  Mr.  Vibart  Dixon  explained  that  with  this  procedure  no 
action  could  be  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  Alderman  H.  Dunn,  chemist  and  druggist,  explained 
that  this  would  be  an  informal  check  ;  afterwards  samples 
might  be  made  formally. 

Chemists'  Friendly  Society. — Mr.  Thos.  Guthrie  presided 
at  the  first,  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  at  Glasgow  on 
October  30.  The  report  of  the  directors  (see  C.  &  D., 
October  11,  index  folio  557)  was  submitted,  and  the  Presi- 
dent congratulated  the  meeting  orr  the  auspicious  start 
which  the  Society  had  made,  and  referred  to  the  gratifica- 
tion which  the  board  felt  in  being  in  a  position  to  repay 
the  sum  subscribed  by  the  guarantors,  with  interest,  subse- 
quent to  the  closing  of  the  accounts  at  July  15.  He  also 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  membership  consists 
almost  wholly  of  members  of  the  craft,  and  the  steady  inflow 
of  applications  from  apprentices  and  others  in  all  parts  of 
the  kingdom  goes' to  show  that  the  C.F.S.  is  the  recognised 
Approved  Society  for  the  trade.  Messrs.  Robert  McAdam 
and  John  Grieg  were  elected  directors  to  fill  vacancies  on 
the  board,  and  Messrs.  Thos.  Guthrie  and  Jas.  H.  Smith 
were  re-elected  President  and  Vice-President  respectively.

OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


National  Insurance  Dispensaries 

for  the  special  purpose  of 
dispensing  Insurance  prescriptions  (only?)  is  a  distinct 
sign  of  the  times,  and  pharmacists  in  working-class  dis- 
tricts will  hr.ve  to  beware  lest  their  methods  of  handling 
this  class  of  business  do  not  lead  to  the  opening  of  one 
of  these  institutions  in  their  neighbourhood.  Does  it 
follow  that  nothing  but  Insurance  prescriptions  will  be 
dispensed  ?  Not  at  all.  Once  the  business  gets  a  footing 
and  establishes  itself  in  the  confidence  of  the  people 
in  the  district,  ii  will  be  the  most  natural  thing  in  the 
world  for  its  patrons  to  transact  all  their  drug-shop  busi- 
ness, such  as  it  is,  in  the  dispensary,  and  the  latter 
will  be  compelled  to  cater  for  general  business  in  spite 
of  itself.  Nor  does  it  follow  that  these  special  dispen- 
saries will  always  be  run  by  an  individual  chemist.  What 
is  to  prevent  a  medical-aid  society  from  opening  half-a- 
dozen  dispensaries  and,  by  fixing  hours  that  do  not  over- 
lap, run  these  by  two  or  three  qualified  men  ?  I  am 
strongly  of  opinion  that  chemists  in  business  who  stay 
off  the  panel  are  doing  an  exceedingly  unwise  thing.  It 
may  be  all  right  to-day,  and  it  may  save,  some  unpleasant- 
ness and  discomfort  to  be  rid  of  Insurance  business;  but, 
depend  upon  it,  the  time  is  coming  when  even  the  best 
class  of  chemist — save  in  purely  West-end  districts — will 
find  that  he  cannot  afford  to  be  without  Insurance  dispens- 
ing and  all  the  business  that  follows  in  its  wake. 

Our  Estimate  of  Values, 

it  has  been  said,  is  really  the  deter- 
mining factor  in  the  formation  of  character  in  the  indi- 
vidual. What  a  man  thinks,  so  is  he.  The  same  rule 
may  be  applied  to  every  department  of  life.  For  example, 
a  large  number  of  chemists  find  that  dispensing  under  the 
Insurance  Act  is  to  them  an  unmitigated  boon  ;  it  has 
brought  them  new  business  which  fills  up  leisure  that 
might  otherwise  have  been  unoccupied,  and  though  the 
profits  earned  are  not  so  large  as  used  to  be  the  case  with 
private  dispensing,  there  is  a  living  profit,  which  is  more 
than  can  be  said  of  the  retailing  of  cut  proprietaries. 
Other  men  have  found  that  the  expenses  of  running  their 
pharmacies  cannot  be  squared  with  tariff  profits,  and  they 
are  perfectly  justified,  if  they  so  decide,  in  removing 
their  names  from  the  panel.  But  in  doing  this  I  think 
they  must  be  careful  not  to  slur  their  neighbours,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  as,  for  example,  by  asserting 
that  it  is  only  possible  to  dispense  Insurance  prescriptions 
by  using  inferior  drugs.  That  may  be  either  a  libel  upon 
one's  neighbours  or  a  confession  that  one  fails  where 
others  succeed. 

The  "Rep.  mist."  Difficulty 

is  a  three-cornered  one  :  it 
might  be  possible  to  arrange  it  without  putting  either 
prescriber  or  dispenser  to  the  trouble  of  copying  the 
prescription  every  time  its  repetition  is  required  if  it 
were  a  question  between  doctor  and  pharmacist  only ;  but 
so  long  as  Committees  refuse  to  pay  for  repeats  unless 
a  copy  of  the  prescription  accompanies  the  order  for 
them,  copies  must  be  supplied  by  somebody.  The  doctor 
is  undoubtedly  the  one  who  ought  to  supply  them,  and 
his  doing  so  would  be  the  most  satisfactory  settlement 
of  the  whole  difficulty ;  but  if  he  won't,  or  can't  (and 
one  can  understand  that  it  might  be  a  serious  tax  on  the 
time  of  a  hard- worked  practitioner),  then  the  refusal  of 
the  Committees  to  pay  without  them  ought  to  be  chal- 
lenged by  an  action  at  law.  No  individual  pharmacist 
would  care  to  embark  unaided  on  such  an  enterprise,  and 
while  some  men  are  content  to  supply  copies  without  fee, 
it  might  be  difficult  to  make  as  good  a  fight  as  the  case 
demands.  For  the  burden  of  first  looking  up  the  original 
prescription,  and  then  copying  it,  is  really  intolerable  wheTe 
much  Insurance  business  is  done.  We  ought,  therefore, 
to  show  a  thoroughly  united  front,  and  wherever  this 
difficulty  exists,  refuse  as  a  body  to  have  anything  to 
do  with  "Rep.  mist."   orders.     If   this  fails  to  bring 


the  Committees  to  a  sense  of  the  seriousness  of  our  griev- 
ance, legal  action  should  follow  at  once.  One  cannot  see 
any  ground  of  defence,  either  in  law  or  equity,  for  the 
refusal  to  pay  on  the  doctor's  order. 

The  Arithmetical  Method 

of  proving  whather  there  are  enough 
pharmacist's  in  the  country  may  not  be  the  best.  It 
all  depends  on  whether  the  ratio  in  existence  in  the 
'seventies  and  'eighties  was  the  ideal  one.  Before  accept- 
ing Mr.  Maben's  deductions  we  ought  to  consider,  and  if 
possible  decide,  whether  there  may  not  have  been  too 
many  chemists  for  the  population  in  1900.  Some  people 
think  there  were  at  that  date  an  excessive  number,  and 
that  the  artificial  check  imposed  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  a  good  thing,  and  that  without  it  the  position 
of  pharmacy  would  have  been  worse  to-day  than  it  is. 
This  is  an  interesting  point,  and  it  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  discussed.  While  it  may  be  argued  that  the 
public  convenience  demands  a  certain  number  of  shops 
where  drugs  can  be  bought,  it  does  not  follow  that  what 
we  often  speak  of  as  pure  pharmacy  could  not  all  be 
carried  on  with  a  good  deal  fewer  pharmacists  than  now 
divide  the  work  between  them.  In  other  words,  if  the 
Society  wanted  to  create  two  grades  of  businesses  in  this 
country,  as  in  Ireland  and  on  the  Continent,  they  did 
the  right  thing  in  raising  the  barrier  and  making  admission 
more  difficult.  This  is  an  argument  that  might  have  had 
force  two  years  ago,  but  I  fancy  that  events  since  then 
have  proved  its  fallacy,  for  we  are  now  sadly  in  need  of 
men  to  work  the  dispensing  under  the  Insurance  Act,  and 
could  well  do  to-day  with  the  1,600  men  who,  according 
to  Mr.  Maben's  figures,  ought  to  have  been  in  our  ranks 
but  for  what  he  considers  was  the  fatal  step  taken  in  1900. 

The  Practice  of  Physic, 

as  I  remarked  in  my  note  on  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Bridges  to  the  Laureateship,  has  fre- 
quently been  combined  with  the  art  of  poetry.  Dr.  John 
Armstrong,  to  whom  I  there  referred,  attempted,  with  a 
measure  of  success  sufficient  to  give  him  temporary  fame, 
a  closer  union  than  common  of  physic  with  song,  by  making 
the  one  the  theme  of  the  other.  His  "  Art  of  Preserving- 
Health  "  (1744)  is  a  treatise  in  blank  verse,  the  medium 
being  probably  determined  by  his  friendship  with  Thom- 
son, the  poet  of  "The  Seasons";  and  though  it  might 
conceivably  have  been  more  effective  in  prose,  it  has  done 
more  to  preserve  his  memory  than  any  other  of  his 
voluminous  writings.  He  says,  indeed,  very  little  about 
physic  itself,  prevention  rather  than  cure  being  his  ideal : 
in  fact,  he  mentions  it  only  to  warn  his  readers  against 
taking  too  much,  unnecessary  medicines  being  the  surest 
of  poisons.  Under  the  four  heads — Air,  Diet,  Exercise, 
and  Passions — into  which  his  poem  is  divided,  he  gives 
excellent  advice,  and,  allowing  for  the  unnatural,  inflated 
style  usual  in  the  verse  of  the  period,  he  puts  it  very  well. 
Sometimes  he  is,  to  our  taste, 

More  Amusing  than  Convincing. 

Don't,  he  says,  live  in  Lincoln- 
shire, if  you  can  help  it  : 

Quartana  there  resides,  a  meagre  fiend 
Begot  by  Eurus,  when  his  brutal  force 
Compress'd  the  slothful  Naiad  of  the  fens. 
His  warning  against  a  rich  diet,  again,  is  in  the  high  style  : 
For  more  the  oily  elements  relax 
Its  feeble  tone,  and  with  the  eager  lymph 
(Fond  to  incorporate  with  all  it  meets) 
Coyly  they  mix,  and  shun  with  slippery  wiles 
Tho  woo'd  embrace. 
The    processes  of  digestion  and  assimilation,  thus  de- 
scribed, acquire  an  almost  epic  dignity.    I  am  sorry  to 
say  the  good  doctor  thinks  an  occasional  debauch  a  useful 
stimulus  to  an  indolent  habit  of  body.    Music  he  holds  in 
great  esteem,  not  only  in  mental  but  in  many  bodily 
ailments.

Insurance  Dispensing. 

IV. — Pharmaceutical  Committees. 

The  Regulations  made  by  the  Insurance  Commissioners 
under  Sections  32  and  33  of  the  National  Insurance  Act, 
1913,  have  now  been  issued  by  them.  They  are  pro- 
visional, and  refer  to  the  appointment  of  committees 
of  panel  doctors  (to  be  known  as  "  Panel  Com- 
mittees ")  and  committees  to  be  elected  by  persons, 
firms,  and  bodies  corporate  who  have  agreed  to  supply 
drugs,  medicines,  and  appliances  to  insured  persons  (to 
be  known  as  "Pharmaceutical  Committees").  The 
Regulations  deal  with  the  method  of  appointment  of  both 
classes  of  committees,  and  so  far  as  the  Panel  Committees 
are  concerned  we  need  only  say  that  the  number  varies 
from  twenty  to  forty  qualified  medical  practitioners,  of 
whom  not  less  than  three-fourths  must  be  practitioners  on 
the  panel.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committees  will  number 
one-fifth  of  the  number  of  members  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  for  the  county  or  county  borough  for  which 
each  is  appointed,  the  actual  numbers  being  given  in  a 
circular  (31/ 1.  C.)  issued  by  the  English  Commissioners, 
as  follows  :

We  deal  now  with  England  only,  but  similar  remarks 
apply  to  Scotland  and  Wales.  The  Regulations  provide 
that  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  shall  be  Registered  Pharmacists — i.e.,  regis- 
tered chemists  and  druggists.  Nominations  for  member- 
ship of  the  Committee  in  any  county  or  borough  have  to 
be  made  on  nomination-papers  which  can  be  obtained  from 
the  Returning  Officer,  29  Queen  Anne's  Gate,  London, 
S.W.,  by  whom  applications  must  be  received  before  12 


noon  on  Monday,  November  10.  The  nomination-papers 
after  being  filled  up  have  to  be  received  at  the  same 
address  not  later  than  12  noon  on  November  20.  Each 
nomination  has  to  be  signed  by  two  electors — i.e.,  persons 
on  the  panel  (in  the  case  of  chemists  by  Registered 
Pharmacists  on  the  panel).  The  Regulations  specially 
provide  for  members  other  than  pharmacists  (see 
second  paragraph  in  the  next  column),  so  that 
each  committee  may  contain  one  or  two,  at  least,  un- 
qualified persons,  so-called.  It  is  not  improbable  that 
where  this  class  desires  representation  on  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  some  arrangement  may  be  come  to, 
so  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  a  poll,  but  it  is  apparent 
that  two,  four,  and  6ix  unqualified  persons  may 
fee  returned  to  a  committee  of  six,  twelve,  or  eighteen 
if  the  election  is  determined  by  vote.  On  the  other  hand 
if  only  one  elector  in  a  district  is  not  entitled  to  dispense 
he  may  be  nominated  by  himself,  or  one  other  elector,  and 
if  nominated  he  is  entitled  to  election.  We  quote  from 
the  circular  what  happens  after  nomination': 

The  Returning  Officer  will  prepare  a  list  of  all  persons 
nominated,  showing  whether  or  not  each  such  person  is  a 
registered  pharmacist,  and  a  statement  showing  (1)  the 
number  pi  vacancies  which  must  be  filled  by  registered 
pharmacists,  (2)  the  number  of  vacancies  which  must  be 
filled  by  persons  other  than  registered  pharmacists  who 
are  nominated  by  electors  not  entitled  to  dispense,  (3)  the 
number  of  vacancies  which  may  be  filled  by  any  duly 
nominated  person.  This  list  will  be  sent  to  each  person 
nominated  to  ascertain  whether  he  consents  to  stand  for 
election.  If  by  a  day  stated  on  the  notice  accompanyin 
the  list  the  person  nominated  has  not  signified  his  desire 
to  withdraw  his  name,  he  will  be  considered  to  have  con- 
sented to  stand  for  election. 


If  the  number  of  persons  consenting  to  stand  for  election 
does  not  exceed  the  number  of  vacancies  for  which  they 
are  qualified,  the  Returning  Officer  will  forthwith  declare 
them  elected,  and  any  vacancies  remaining  unfilled  may  be 
filled  by  the  Committee  at  their  first  meeting. 

If  not  more  than  six  electors  are  persons  who  under  any 
agreement  with  the  Insurance  Committee  are  not  entitled 
to  dispense,  at  least  one  of  any  persons,  other  than  regis- 
tered pharmacists,  nominated  by  the  requisite  number  of 
those  electors  shall  be  elected,  and  if  more  than  six,  at 
least  two  of  any  persons,  other  than  registered  pharmacists, 
so  nominated  shall  be  elected. 

Where  any  firm  or  corporate  body  is  entitled  to  elect,  a 
nomination  or  voting  paper  may  be  signed  by  any  person 
duly  authorised  in  that  behalf  by  the  firm  or  corporate 
body. 

In  order  to  maintain  the  proper  proportion  of  registered 
pharmacists  on  the  Committee,  it  is  provided  that  if  the 
number  nominated  is  less  than  the  number  of  vacancies 
which  _  must  be  filled  by  registered  pharmacists  (that  is, 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  Committee),  the  number  of  vacan- 
cies which  can  be  filled  at  the  election  by  other  than 
registered  pharmacists  will  be  reduced  in  proportion. 

If  the  number  of  persons  consenting  to  stand  for  election 
is  greater  than  the  number  of  the  vacancies  for  which  they 
are  qualified,  a  poll  will  be  held. 

Whero  a  poll  is  necessary,  the  Returning  Officer  will 
prepare  a  voting-paper  and  despatch  it  to  every  elector. 
Every  elector  will  have  as  many  votes  as  there  are  vacan- 
cies to  be  filled,  but  he  will  not  be  able  to  cast  more  than 
one  vote  for  any  candidate.  The  candidate  with  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  who  is  qualified  for  any  vacancy 
will  be  elected.  The  voting-paper  will  be  returnable  by 
twelve  noon  on  a  day  stated  upon  it.  Rules  as  to  marking- 
the  paper  will  be  printed  upon  it  and  must  be  strictly 
observed. 

Where,  owing  to  a  failure  to  nominate  or  to  vote  on  the 
part,  of  electors,  it  appears  that  the  election  has  miscarried 
the  Commissioners  may  declare  the  election  void. 

The  results  of  the  election  will  be  notified  by  the  Com- 
missioners to  the  Insurance  Committee  and  each  of  the 
persons  nominated.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Committee 
will  be  convened  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee. 

Our  readers  are  aware  that  preparations  have  been 
going  on  amongst  chemists  during  the  past  few  months 
for  the  nominations,  and  there  should  be  little  difficulty 
in  providing  without  a  poll  for  Committees  constituted 
as  the  Regulations  require.  It  should  be  noted  that  the 
first  members  of  each  Pharmaceutical  Committee  will 
hold  office,  until  July  15,  1914.  Before  March  31  each 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  has  to  prepare  and  submit  for 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  a  scheme  for  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Pharmaceutical  Committee  after  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  office  of  the  first  members  of  that  Com- 
mittee, and  the  scheme  shall  provide  for  the  term  of  office 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and  for  the  method 
of  filling  casual  vacancies,  whenever  they  occur,  also  may 
provide  for  the  members  going  out  of  office  by  rotation. 
The  scheme  will  have  to  be  approved  locally  before  it  is 
offered  to  the  Commissioners,  and  in  the  event  of  no 
scheme  being  provided  the  Commissioners  may  settle  a 
scheme  of  their  own,  any  person  or  persons  supplying 
drugs  or  appliances  only  being  considered  within  the 
arrangements.  Local  Medical  Committees  will  transfer  to 
the  Panel  Committees  their  power  as  to  the  examination 
of  practitioners'  accounts,  and  the  excessive  ordering  of 
drugs  covered  by  42  (2)  and  46  of  the  Medical  Benefit 
Regulations,  while  Pharmaceutical  Committees  will  also 
do  what  the  Committee's  representatives  of  chemists  do 
under  44  and  46  as  to  chemists'  accounts  and  excessive 
ordering  of  drugs.  The  regulations  are  surprisingly 
democratic,  in  so  far  as  they  recognise  the  rights  of  all 
who  enter  into  agreements  with  Insurance  Committees 
for  the  supply  of  drugs,  medicines,  and  appliances.  This 
necessarily  includes  companies  and  the  unqualified  per- 
sons previously  mentioned.  The  latter  are  for  the  first 
time  brought  into  the  administration  of  Medical  Benefit 
as  far  as  the  basis  of  agreement  w  ith  Insurance  Com- 
mittees is  concerned,  and  subsequent  checking  of  r.ccounts 
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and  excessive  ordering  of  drugs.  This  may  be  an  ad 
vantage.  There  are  comparatively  few  districts  in  Eng- 
land where  the  panels  of  non-dispensing  traders  are  as 
numerous  as  those  of  dispensing  chemists,  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  former  are  few  or  non-existent. 
We  have  not  yet  learnt  what  the  Scottish  Commissioners 
have  done  in  this  regard ;  such  a  provision  will  be  dis 
tasteful  in  Scotland,  where  unqualified  drug-retailers  have 
scarcely  to  be  reckoned  with.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
official  recognition  now  given  to  this  class  will  not  convey 
to  them  the  impression  that  they  are  obtaining  an  ex- 
tension of  the  privilege  which  they  enjoy.  The  following 
statement  published  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Huntrods'  Society 
indicates  that  more  is  claimed  than  the  Act  and  the 
Medical  Benefit  Eegulations  provide  : 

■'  Recently  the  C.  &  D.  stated  that  arrangements  for  the 
Insurance  dispensing  could  not  be  made  with  unregistered 
chemists. 

This  is  not  correct.  The  local  Insurance  Committees 
have  power  to  enter  into  arrangements  for  the  dispensing 
with  anyone,  and  several  of  our  members  are  already  on 
the  panel ;  of  course,  it  is  understood  that  such  persons 
must  not  dispense  scheduled  poisons,  which  in  these  cases 
is  done  by  the  medical  man." 

The  Act  is  clear  on  the  point  (Section  15  (5),  iii.),  and 
provides  that  if  any  members  of  the  Society  referred  to 
(not  being  registered  chemists)  are  on  a  dispensing  panel, 
their  agreements  are  ultra  vires.  We  have  no  desire  to 
minimise  in  the  slightest  the  rights  of  unqualified  re 
tailers,  but  any  claim  for  them  to  dispense  medicines 
under  the  Act,  whether  scheduled  poisons  or  not,  demands 
immediate  contradiction.  The  Welsh  Regulations  are  dealt 
with  under  National  Health  Insurance. 


Aconitine. 

Pharmaceutical  interest  in  this  most  potent  of  official 
alkaloids  has  generally  been  greater  than  the  interest 
taken  in  it  by  pure  chemists,  for  one  reason  because 
in  this  country  the  chemistry  of  the  alkaloid  is  associated 
with  the  names  of  several  distinguished  pharmacists  of 
the  older  generation,  such  as  T.  B.  Groves  and  John 
Williams,  who  were  followed  by  Luff  and  others  work- 
ing with  such  chemists  as  Alder  Wright;  and  still  later 
Professor  Dunstan,  when  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
research  laboratory,  directed  the  work  of  a  number  of 
young  pharmacists  in  regard  to  the  whole  subject  of 
the  chemistry  of  the  aconites  and  their  alkaloids.  We 
referred  last  week,  in  reporting  upon  the  recent  work  by 
Schulze  and  Liebner,  to  the  controversial  character  which 
since  the  Square  work  has  been  attached  to  the  sub- 
ject. It  is  a  mere  coincidence  that  the  Chemical  Society 
has  published  this  week  ("Jour.,"  No.  DCXIL,  p.  1821) 
:i  communication  by  Mr.  Oscar  Lisle  Brady,  B.A., 
Royal  College  of  Science,  South  Kensington,  en- 
titled "  The  Constitution  of  Aconitine."  Mr.  Brady 
accepts  the  formula  for  aconitine  proposed  by 
Freund  and  Beck — namely,  C^Hj.O^N — (at  least  for 
Cierman  arouitine) — although  combustion  figures  are 
almost  equally  in  favour  of  Schulze's  formula, 
C31H,,OllX.  The  final  determination  of  the  constitu- 
te m  of  the  alkaloid  will  do  more  to  settle  the  presence  or 
absence  of  these  two  hydrogen  atoms  than  any  combustions. 
As  Brady  points  out,  aconitine  has  been  shown  to  contain 
four  methoxy,  groups,  three  hydroxyl  groups,  one  nitrogen- 
methyl,  one  acetyl,  and  one  benzoyl  group.  Apart  from 
thec-3  fatts  the  constitution  of  aconitine  is  practically 
unknown — unless  the  distillation  of  aconitine  with  barium 
hydroxide  as  carried  out  by  Ehrenberg  and  Purfiirst, 
with  quir.-jlin:  as  a  product  of  the  distillation,  can  be 


regarded  as  indicative  of  the  constitution  of  the  alkaloid. 
Brady  confirms  Carr's  work  on  the  oxidation  of  aconitine 
by  acid  permanganate,  by  which  Carr's  oxonitin  was 
obtained.  By  oxidation  of  aconitine  with  neutral  per- 
manganate Brady  obtained  a  body  which  was  at  first 
believed  to  be  identical  with  oxonitin,  whose  formula  is 
C23H„sO0N,  but  it  is  now  shown  to  have  the  formula 
C,4H„90|,N.  It  contains  the  acetyl  and  benzoyl  groups  of 
the  aconitine  molecule,  and  so  closely  resembles  oxonitin 
that  it  does  not  depress  the  melting-point  of  that  body 
when  mixed  with  it.  Brady  has  further  oxidised  aconitine 
with  nitric  acid,  thus  obtaining  an  orange-yellow  crystal- 
line substance  melting  at  205°  C.  and  having  the  formula 
C2:!H:,cOnN„.  It  is  a  carboxylic  acid  dissolving  readily 
in  alkalies  and  forming  an  amorphous  silver  salt.  It 
was  found  to  contain  two  methoxyl  groups,  and  gives 
Liebermann's  characteristic  nitroso  reaction.  On  hydro- 
lysis with  alkali,  acetic  and  benzoic  acids  are  formed. 
Titration  with  caustic  alkali  shows  that  two  carboxyl 
groups  are  present.  Assuming  that  the  nitrogen-methyl 
group  of  the  aconitine  molecule  has  not  undergone  any 
alteration,  the  constitution  of  this  oxidation  product  is 
represented  by  the  following  grouping  :

The  determination  of  the  structure  of  the  CaH;N  residue 
should  present  no  difficulties,  and  would  be  a  very 
important  step  towards  the  disclosure  of  the  complete 
constitution  of  aconitine.  The  position  of  the  nitroso 
group  in  the  molecule  is  uncertain.  The  action  of  alkaline 
terricyanide,  Carr's  acid,  hydrogen  peroxide,  chromic 
acid,  and  sodium  hypobromite  were  all  tried  by  Brady, 
but  no  characteristic  oxidation  products  were  obtained. 
We  do  not  think  that  the  supposition  that  German  aconi- 
tine is  not  identical  with  English  aconitine  is  founded 
on  fact,  so'  that  the  old  controversy  may  now  be  regarded 
as  closed. 


Elaborating  an  Organisation. 

When"  one  considers  the  splendid  terms  which  the  doctors 
obtained  from  the  British  Government  for  attendance  on 
insured  persons  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  it 
would  seem  that  the  organisation  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession in  the  British  Medical  Association  had  reached  a 
high  condition  of  efficiency.  Apparently  that  is  not  the 
feeling  of  a  section  of  the  profession,  who,  since  the 
victory  over  the  Health  Insurance  question,  desire  to 
organise  more  thoroughly.  This  found  expression  in  the 
demand  for  a  trade  union,  which  resolved  itself  into  a 
proposal  to  constitute  a  special  fund  for  the  organisation 
of  the  profession.  A  scheme  was  submitted  at  the 
Brighton  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  was  deferred 
to  give  the  Divisions  of  the  Association  time  to  discuss 
the  proposals.  As  it  was  decided  to  increase  the  sub- 
scription of  members  from  25s.  to  21.  2.?.,  an  alternative 
scheme  has  been  drawn  up,  with  a  view  of  considering 
whether  the  extra  income  thus  afforded  would  not,  in 
part  at  least,  enable  the  Association  to  carry  out  the 
original  scheme.  The  special  fund  is  designed  to  cover 
certain  objects  which  are  outside  the  powers  of  the 
Association,  and  one  of  these  is  to  give  the  profession 
an  opportunity  of  showing  whether  the  provision  of  a 
reserve  fund  and  still  further  organisation  are  really 
desired,  as  evidenced  by  the  willingness  to  subscribe  for 
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these  purposes.  The  original  scheme,  which  is  to  be 
dealt  with  at  a  special  representative  meeting  on 
December  5,  provides  for  a  subscription  of  5/. 
per  annum  and  an  organisation  the  control  and 
administration  of  which  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Council  of  the  Association  acting  as  trustees.  The 
whole  of  the  expenses  attaching  to  the  administration  of 
the  Fund  are  to  he  borne  by  the  Fund.  An  estimate  of 
the  income  and  administrative  expenses  shows  that  from 
an  income  of  50,000?.  (10,000  members  at  51.)  the  expenses 
would  amount  to  36,900/!.,  leaving  13,100?.  to  be  placed 
to  a  reserve  fund  from  which  "  strike  and  lock-out  pay" 
would  be  paid.  The  expenses,  it  should  be  noted,  include 
24,000?.  granted  to  local  Medical  Committees.  It  is  also 
proposed  to  provide  insurance  schemes  against  law  costs, 
sickness,  and  accident,  and  for  endowment,  which  would 
yield  a  sum  for  commission  to  the  Fund.  Paid  organisers 
and  offices  in  London,  Edinburgh,  Dublin,  and  Cardiff 
would  be  provided.  The  alternative  scheme  referred  to 
is  drawn  up  on  the  basis  of  a  4?.  4.s.  subscription  per 
member,  21.  14s.  of  which  would  be  devoted  to  central 
use  and  11.  10s.  to  local  purposes ;  but  11.  10s.  of  the 
central  grant  would  be  placed  to  a  reserve  fund.  The 
increased  subscription  to  the  Association  has  been  ren- 
dered necessary  by  the  financial  embarrassment  resulting 
from  increased  expenditure.  The  increase  expected  is 
18,000?.  a  year  on  the  basis  of  the  present  membership. 
The  scheme,  as  a  whole,  is  comprehensive,  and  on  paper 
produces  a  splendid  income  for  increasing  the  organisa- 
tion ;  but  whether  a  large  proportion  of  the  members 
are  willing  to  subscribe  an  additional  4?.  a  year  remains 
to  be  seen.  Without  ample  support  the  scheme  is  doomed 
to  failure,  and  it  leaves  reflections  that  Organisation,  like 
System,  may  be  carried  so  far  as  to  be  disastrous  to 
business. 


Tenure  ol  Office  of  Poor-law  Dispensers. 

In  our  editorial  article  in  the  C.  <k  D.  for  October  18 
we  called  attention  to  the  need  on  the  part  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  for  prompt  action  if 
pharmacists  are  to  obtain  their  proper  proportion  of  Poor- 
law  business.  The  terms  of  reference  of  the  Departmental 
Committee  which  has  issued  the  draft  order  referred 
to  in  our  previous  article  included  the  tenure  of  service. 
The  tenure  of  office  of  dispensers  has  in  the  past  been 
unsettled,  and  even  more  so  during  the  last  few  years. 
Nearly  all  the  special  orders  that  have  been  issued  have 
left  the  dismissal  of  dispensers  in  the  hands  of  the 
local  authority,  while  the  medical  officer,  matron, 
chaplain,  and  steward  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
Local  Government  Board.  The  pharmacist's  duties  are 
certainly  of  greater  importance  than  those  of  the 
steward ;  still  he  ranks  in  status  with  the  steward's 
clerks.  Action  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs  must  be 
taken  by  some  body  like  the  Poor-law  Section  of  the 
Public  Pharmacists'  and  Dispensers'  Association,  either 
through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  on  its  own  account. 

Insurance  Matters  in  Scotland. 

Panel  chemists  are  peculiarly  fortunate  in  having  had 
the  opportunity  of  hearing  the  views  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Insurance  Commissioners  in  Scotland  regarding  the 
alterations  in  the  terms  of  dispensing  that  they  proposed,, 
and  which  the  Commissioners  have  intimated  that  they 
cannot  accede  to  for  the  present.  On  this  point  we  have 
nothing  to  add  to  what  we  said  last  week.    Mr.  Leish- 


man  said  much  the  same,  and  the  mass  meeting  in  Edin- 
burgh, pressed  by  him,  declared  in  favour  of  higher 
dispensing-fees  being  more  material  than  discounting  of 
the  bills  at  the  end  of  the  year.  We  are  surprised.  It 
was  an  Irishman,  not  a  Scot,  who  lengthened  his  blanket 
by  cutting  a  piece  off  the  top  and  sewing  it  to  the 
bottom.  The  process  is  akin  to  the  principle  of  the 
resolution,  but  we  know  that  other  considerations  apply, 
of  which  more  anon. 

The  Preliminary  Examination. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  has  this  week  decided  to 
make  Latin  an  optional  subject  in  the  Preliminary  exam- 
ination, thus  adapting  it  to  the  conditions  of  education 
as  now  given  in  elementary  and  secondary  schools.  This 
follows  the  course  suggested  in  these  columns  three 
months  ago  when  discussing  the  scarcity  of  chemists'  assist- 
ants. Although  this  decision  is  not  a  final  solution  of  the 
difficulty,  it  should  go  a  good  way  towards  relieving  the 
paucity  of  entrants.  Latin  is  not  abandoned ;  it  cannot 
be,  as  it  is  specified  in  Section  8  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1852,  as  a  subject  of  examination,  and  must  necessarily 
come  into  the  Minor  examination.  Now  that  the  Council 
has  further  divided  the  Preliminary  why  does  it  not  begin 
the  same  process  with  the  Minor  ?  The  curriculum  may 
be  regarded  as  a  problem  for  a  future  generation  of 
Councillors.  The  present  need  is  a  speedier  production 
of  qualified  men,  and  the  Council  can,  by  the  same  process 
as  has  been  followed  in  the  Preliminary,  authorise  the 
Registrar  to  accept  certificates  from  the  Examiners  which 
show  that  the  holder  has  passed  the  six  subjects  of  the 
Minor  examination  at  not  more  than  three  examinations. 
It  is  done  in  Medicine ;  why  not  in  Pharmacy  ? 


AMERICAN  PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSOCIATION 

At  the  annual  meeting  three  members  were  nominated  for 
the  presidency— viz.,  Mr.  Caswell  Armstrong  Mayo,  editor 
of  the  "  American  Drug- 
gist and  Pharmaceutical 
Record";  Mr.  Otto  Rau- 
benheimer,  Brooklyn  ;  and 
Dr.  Wm.  C.  Anderson. 
Dean  of  the  Brooklyn 
College  of  Pharmacy.  A 
ballot  was  taken  by  post, 
and  the  result  was  de- 
clared on  October  24,  Mr. 
Mayo  being  elected.  The 
new  President  was  born 
in  Columbus.  Mississippi, 
on  July  5,  1862,  and  is  the 
son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.

"Druggists'  Circular,"  which  he  left  in  1891  to  become 
editor  of  "  Merck's  Report,"  but  on  the  purchase  of  the 
"American  Druggist"  by  Mr.  Ashbel  R.  Elliott  from 
Messrs.  Wm.  Wood  &  Co.  in  1892,  he  was  chosen  to  edit 
that  journal,  which  later  became  the  "  American  Druggist 
and  Pharmaceutical  Record."  Mr.  Mayo  is  widely  known 
in  the  United  States  apart  from  his  editorial  capacities, 
for  since  he  came  under  Professor  Remington's  influence 
ho  has  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  and  has  worked  hard  both  as  a  member 
of  committees  and  as  a  contributor.

Tokalon,  Ltd., 
212-214  Great  Portland  Street,  London,  inform  us  that 
they  are  advertising  it  extensively  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom,  large  display  advertisements  being  a  feature 
of  the  campaign. 

The  "  Hard-2-Beat  "  Shaving-brush,  manufactured 
by  Messrs.  Frank  Newbery,  Ltd.,  16  Bulmershe  Road. 
Reading,  besides  being  made  with  the  patent  cup  which 
prevents  the  lather  running  down  the  handle,  is  charac- 
terised by  the  springy  nature  of  the  material  from  which 
it  is  made.  This  resembles  badger-hair  in  appearance, 
but  in  action  it  has  the  massaging  effect  which  a  bristle 
brush  produces,  the  result  being  that  the  beard  is  softened 
and  the  shave  is  smooth.  In  making  the  brushes  a 
special  cement  is  used  which  resists  hot  water,  and  every 
brush  is  stamped  with  the  manufacturers'  guarantee  that 
the  brush  will  wear  well.  The  brushes  are  cheaper  than 
badger-hair,  and  Messrs.  Frank  Newbery,  Ltd.,  will  be 
pleased  to  answer  inquiries  from  those  who  have  not  yet 
n.;;de  a  feature  of  them  in  their  business. 

Standard  Optics. — A  representative  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  recently  spent  an  instructive  hour  in 
an  insnection  of  the  optical  works  of  the  Standard  Optical 
Co.,  62  Hatton  Garden,  London,  E.C.  The  home  of  the 
company,  it  should  be  noted,  is  at  Geneva,  in  the  United 
States,  where  optical  goods  are  manufactured  on  an 
enormous  scale.  It  is  surprising,  however,  to  find  that  in 
the  heart  of  London  a  completely  equipped  factory  is  in 
full  working  order.  This  is  a  necessity  because  of  the 
large  business  which  has  been  built  up  in  Great  Britain 
and  the  Continent  of  Europe.  It  may  be  added  that  our- 
representative  had  the  advantage  of  inspecting  the- 
factory  just  as  the  new  and  enlarged  premises  have- 
been  completed.  As  a  convenience  in  describing 
what  is  to  be  seen,  we  had  better  follow  the  course 
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of    a    prescription    through    the    various  departments. 
The  customer  receives  order-forms  which,  when  filled  in, 
give  the  wholesale  house  all  the  particulars  needed  regard- 
ing the  lenses  and  frames,  but  whether  these  are  used 
or  the  particulars  are  supplied  in  other  ways  they  are 
transferred  to  a  form  which  is  part  of  the  invoicing 
system.    The  form  is  afterwards  checked  by  the  head  of 
the  entering  department  before  being  passed  along  to  the 
departments  concerned.      The  lenses  required  are  the 
first  consideration.    An  enormous  stock  of  lenses  is  carried 
■ — over    one    million    lenses — these    being    in    the  con- 
dition   in    which    they    leave    the    grinders — i.e.,  un- 
centred,  and  consequently  uncut  and  unedged.    The  lens 
of  the  strength  required  for  the  prescriptions  is  then 
centred,    cut  to  shape,    and  the  edges  polished   if  for 
rimless  work,  or  if  for  frames  suitably  ground.  The 
machinery  for  this  work  is  very  interesting,  some  of  the 
operations,  such  as  edge-polishing,  being  carried  on-  auto- 
matically.     Suppose,  however,  the  lens  required  is  an 
unusual  combination;  in  that  case,  it  is  manufactured  on 
the  premises.    The  surface-grinding  department  is,  per- 
haps, the  largest  in  the  factory,  as  the  machinery  em- 
ployed takes  up  much  space.    One  sees  here  hundreds  of 
sets  of  tools  and  gauges  ready  for  use,  and  in  operation 
the  manifold  processes  which  lens-grinding  implies.  Here 
is  a  boiler  of  melted  pitch,  which  is  the  cement  used  for 
fastening  the  lumps  of  glass  or  the  polishing  felt  to  the 
grinding  tool.    The  grinding,  once  started,  goes  on  auto- 
matically, in  that  one  man  can  at  intervals  supply  the 
emery  or  rouge  required  by  a  number  of  machines.  The 
grinding  of  toric  lenses  requires  special  apparatus,  and 
that  employed  here  has  been  especially  invented  by  the 
Standard  Optical  Co.    When  the  lenses  required  for  the 
prescription  are  completed  the  frames  or  mountings  are 
supplied  from  other  departments,  a  very  large  stock  of 
all  sorts  of  parts  being  carried.    There  are,  however, 
workshops  where  any  part  or  variety  of  fitting  or  any 
frame  not  in  stock  can  be  made,  and  where  the  assembled 
parts  are  fitted  together  and  the  spectacles  glazed.  Rim- 
less work  bulks  largely,  and  every  facility  exists  for  the 
work.    The  diamond  drills  are  perhaps  the  most  interest- 
ing of  the  machinery  needed  for  rimless  lenses,  and  our 
representative  watched  the  delicate  and  precise  operation 
of  drilling  with  a  feeling  that  only  expert  workmen  can 
produce  a  given  result  without  the  loss  occasioned  by 
frequent  breakages.      The  prescription  work  eventually 
finds  its  way  to  the  checking  and  posting  department, 
and  is  despatched  to  the  customer  on  the  same  day  that 
the  order  is  received.    Finally,  a  visit  was  made  to  the 
showroom,  where  the  "  Farrington  "  eyeglass  cases  may 
be  seen  in  numerous  coverings.    Particularly  pretty  are 
the  "  Climax  "  automatic  chain-holders,  to  which  a  special 
page  of  illustrations  in  colour  is  devoted  in  the  catalogue. 
The  catalogue  issued  by  the  Standard  Optical  Co.  is  a 
fine  production.      It  contains  over  300  pages,   is  fully 
illustrated,  and,  in  addition  to  the  catalogue  matter,  much 
useful  information  is  given  on  optics.

With 
the  altered  tramway  termini  and  the  passing  away  of 
country  carriers,  there  appears  no  scope  left  for  a  phar- 
macy in  West  Bar.  Mr.  Graham  lias  at  Cherry  Mount 
one  of  the  largest  collections  of  curios  in  the  district. 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Eight  fatalities  consequent  upon  the  effects  of  poisons  havs 
been  the  subject  of  inquiry  recently.  Four  of  these  were 
by  misadventure. 

Aspirin. — At  the  inquest  on  Ernest  Cecil  Sladen,  company 
director,  of  South  Kensington,  London,  S.W.,  who  died  in 
a  Birmingham  hotel,  it  was  stated  that  deceased  had  taken 
60  grains  of  aspirin  in  a  short  space  of  time.  According  to 
the  medical  evidence  death  was  due  to  poisoning  caused  by 
an  excessive  dose  of  aspirin.  "  Death  from  misadventure  " 
was  the  jury's  verdict. 

Belladonna  Liniment  taken  accidentally  for  medicine 
caused  the  death  of  Charles  Cottam  (51),  at  Blackburn. 

Carbolic  Acid  was  responsible  for  the  death  by  misadven- 
ture of  Charles  V.  Rickman  (5),  at  Liverpool,  who  drank  it 
from  an  uncorked  bottle  in  the  kitchen  sink  during  his 
mother's  temporary  absence. 

Hydrochloric  Acid. — James  Henry  Ainsworth  died  in  the 
Blackburn  Infirmary  from  the  effects  of  this  poison. — The 
same  poison  was  used  as  a  suicidal  agent  by  Thomas  Bunn 
(29).  at  Shirebrook.  At  the  inquest,  deceased's  niece,  aged 
twelve,  said  her  uncle  sent  her  for  fourpennyworth  of  salts 
of  lemon,  but  as  he  wanted  liquid  for  cleaning  purposes  the 
chemist  sent  spirit  of  salt.  The  chemist  in  a  note  informed 
the  deceased  that  the  stuff  was  very  poisonous. 

Laudanum  in  accidental  overdose  caused  the  death  of 
James  Brooks  Armstrong  (57),  licensed  victualler,  Cocker- 
mouth.  At  the  inquest  the  foreman  of  the  jury  asked 
whether  it  is  not  possible  in  all  cases  of  poison  being  sold 
to  place  a  number  on  the  label,  and  make  an  entry  showing 
who  the  purchaser  was.  The  Coroner  stated  that  this  is 
compulsory  in  the  case  of  scheduled  poisons,  but  not  in  the 
case  of  those  which  were  not  in  the  Schedule. 

Morphine. — At  the  inquest  at  St.  Pancras  Coroner's  Court, 
London,  on  Alexander  Crowe  (11),  evidence  was  given  by 
Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox,  Home  Office  analyst,  that  there  was 
morphine  sulphate  to  the  amount  of  4.16  grains  present  in 
the  body  of  deceased.  The  amount  taken  must  have  been 
more  than  5  grains.  At  the  police-court  proceedings  against 
the  mother. .Mrs.  Emily  Crowe,  nurse,  it  was  stated  that  the 
articles  in  the  bedroom  were  an  empty  4-oz.  bottle  of  chloro- 
form, four  empty  tubes  labelled  "  Morphia  sulphate,"  tins 
containing  broken  pieces  of  morphine  tablets  and  opium 
pills,  also  a  spoon  on  which  were  pieces  of  tablets,  green 
soap  and  chocolates  with  tablets  embedded  in  them,  and  a 
hypodermic  syringe  containing  traces  of  morphine.  The 
Coroner's  jury  found  a  verdict  of  ''Wilful  murder  "  against 
the  mother. 

Kind  Not  Stated. — Olive  Graham  Christie  (17),  hospital 
nurse,  committed  suicide  at  Alton  by  taking  poison. 


Italian  Mercury. — The  exports  from  Leghorn  during  1912 
amounted  to  9,800  cwt.,  as  compared  with  7,920  cwt.  in  the 
previous  year.  The  U.K.  received  63  per  cent,  of  the 
exports,  as  compared  with  71  per  cent,  in  1911. 

John  Watson  (trading  as  John  Watson  &  Co.),  52  to  56 
Donegall  Street,  Belfast,  wholesale  druggist,  on  October  31 
filed  a  petition  for  arrangement.  Secured  or  partly  secured 
creditors'  claims  amount  to  825;'.  ;  unsecured,  1,8232. ;  and 
the  estimated  net  assets  1,1522. 

Telepatina  is  the  name  given  by  Dr.  B.  L.  Bayon  to  a 
new  drug,  of  which  he  was  given  a  dose  by  natives  during 
a  journey  in  the  Caquet  district  adjoining  Putomayo.  The 
drug,  states  the  "  Indian  Forester,"  has  the  effect  of  send- 
ing persons  to  whom  it  is  administered  into  a  cataleptic 
state,  "in  which  they  see  hidden  things,  hear  mysterious 
music,  and  describe  what  is  going  on  in  the  world.''  A  few 
drops  were  taken  at  night  by  Dr.  Bayou,  and  in  the  morn- 
ing he  stated  that  he  had  had  conveyed  to  him  the  know- 
ledge, which  turned  out  to  be  true,  of  the  death  of  his- 
father  and  the  illness  of  his  sister.

OF  GREAT  BRITAIN. 

Council-meeting. 

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  Novem- 
ber 5.  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  was  welcomed  back  again  after 
his  long  absence.  The  President  referred  to  the  deaths 
that  have  taken  place  during  the  past  month,  especially 
mentioning  Dr.  Edward  Schaer,  Mr.  H.  Paget  Matthews, 
and  Mr.  W.  R.  Barnes.  The  Treasurer  and  Mr.  Rogers 
referred  to  the  falling-off  in  the  receipts  of  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund,  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  mentioned  that  the 
orphan  in  whose  welfare  he  had  interested  himself  was 
successful  in  being  elected  to  the  Wolverhampton  Orphan- 
age. Grants  amounting  to  155/.  were  made  from  the 
Benevolent.  Fund.  The  Examiners  for  next  year 
-were  appointed.  For  England  and  Wales,  Messrs.  E.  W. 
Gamble,  H.  J.  Kluge,  and  W.  F.  J.  Shepheard  take  the 
places  of  Messrs.  Gulliver,  Peck,  and  Wright.  In  the 
case  of  Scotland,  Mr.  T.  Stephenson  is  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Board  in  place  of  Mr.  Boa.  The  General 
Purposes  Committee  recommended  that  Latin  should  in 
future  be  an  optional  subject  for  the  Preliminary  ex- 
amination, and  that  the  subjects  can  be  taken  at  not  more 
than  three  examinations.  A  special  note  is  to  be  given 
in  the  Regulations  that  the  Council  advise  that  Latin 
should  be  one  of  the  optional  subjects  which  a  candi- 
date should  take.  The  subject  of  "  Prescriptions  "  in 
the  Minor  Syllabus  will  be  in  future  "  Latin  and  Prescrip- 
tion-'reading,"  but  the  Latin  required  will  not  be  of 
an  academic  character.  The  Educational  Institute  of 
Scotland  further  explained  that  the  old  standard  Medical 
Preliminary  examination  which  the  Institute  conducts  will 
be  continued,  as  it  is  the  one  required  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Veterinary  Surgeons.  This  examination  and  the  new 
standard  Medical  Preliminary  will  both  be  recognised  by 
the  Council. 

The  Councillors  present  were  Mr.  E.  White  (President), 
Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin  (Vice-President),  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson 
(Treasurer),  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  F.  E.  Bilson, 
W.  G.  Cross,  J.  H.  Cuff,  W.  L.  Currie,  F.  J.  Gibson, 
R.  L.  Gifford,  A.  Hagon.  J.  F.  Harrington,  J.  Harrison, 
E.  T.  Neathercoat,  L.  M.  Parry,  F.  A.  Rogers,  P.  F. 
Rowsell,  F.  P.  Sargeant,  T.  A.  White,  and  J.  R.  Young. 

Mr.  Young's  Return. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  read 
and  confirmed,  the  President  welcomed  back  Mr.  J.  R. 
Young,  whose  presence  and  assistance  have  been  missed 
for  so  long. 

Mr.  Young,  replying,  said  it  is  pleasant  to  know  that 
he  had  been  missed  as  a  friend.  His  was  not  a  voluntary 
absence,  but  was  due  to  a  series  of  bereavements  which 
caused  a  breakdown  in  his  health.  Referring  apparently 
to  discussions  in  committee,  he  said  that  perhaps  it  is 
an  advantage  to  the  Council  to  have  some  of  the  older 
-men  as  ballast  when  revolutionary  proposals  are  made. 

Deaths. 

The  President  next  mentioned  that  since  the  last 
meeting  there  had  died  Mr.  H.  P.  Matthews  (Croydon) 
and  Mr.  W.  R.  Barnes  (Basingstoke),  who  had  filled  the 
office  of  Divisional  Secretary.  Dr.  Edward  Schaer 
(Strassburg),  an  honorary  member,  has  also  died,  and 
a  letter  of  sympathy  was  directed  to  be  sent  to  his 
relatives. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
Seven  members  and  nine  student-associates  were 
elected,  and  twenty-one  persons  were  restored  to  their 
previous  positions  in  the  Society.  Thirteen  persons  had 
their  names  restored  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists. 


Finance  Committee. 

The  Treasurer  then  presented  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  According  to  this  the  receipts  of 
the  General  Fund  during  October  had  been  2,712/.  14s.  5d., 
made  up  as  follows  :  Penalties  and  costs,  147/.  19s.  11c?.  : 
subscriptions,  52/.  10?.;  "Journal"  and  publications, 
338?.  16s.  8(/.  ;  restoration  fees,  etc.,  9/.  17s.  ;  registration 
fees,  184/.  16s.  ;  school  fees,  1,336/.  10s.  ;  ground  rents, 
68/.  5s.  5<7.  ;  dividends  and  interest,  39/.  19s.  5d.  After 
deducting  the  balance  of  the  amounts  authorised  for 
payments  at  the  last  meeting,  there  remained  the  sum 
of  1,265/.  15s.  2d.,  from  which  the  following  payments 
were  recommended  :  "Journal"  and  publications, 
202/.  7s.  7c/.  ;  stationery,  etc..  54/.  18s.  2d.  ;  current 
expenses.  350/.  ;  salaries,  etc.,  345/.  3s.  8d.  ;  school  and  ex- 
aminations, 416/.  2s.  9c/.  ;  law  charges,  53/.  8s.  6d. ;  house, 
200/.  4s.  2d.  ;  library,  61.  18s.  9c/.—  a  total  of  1,629/.  3s.  Id. 
The  balances  on  the  Benevolent  Fund  account  were  as 
follows  :  Current  account,  826/.  7s.  3c/.  ;  donation  account, 
107/.  10s.  1</.  ;  Orphan  Fund,  36/.  5s.  U. 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  the  Treasurer 
said  the  receipts  were  smaller  by  320/.  than  those  of  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year.  This  was  accounted 
for  by  the  "Journal"  accounts,  and  was  counterbalanced 
by  the  fact  that  there  is  less  to  pay  out  on  behalf  of  the 
"Journal."  There  has  been  a  falling-off  in  the  receipts 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund — 129/.  less  than  at  the  corre- 
sponding period.  This  is  serious  at  a  time  when  there 
are  heavy  demands  on  the  Fund.  He  recommended  that 
100/.  of  the  balance  of  the  donation  account  be  placed  on 
deposit.  Special  contributions  have  been  received  as 
follows  :  Junior  Pharmacy  Ball,  10/.  10s.  ;  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  11.  2s.  9c/.  ;  Norwich  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  3/.  8s.  ;  and  Messrs.  Fairchild 
Bros.  &  Foster,  5/.  5s. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Resolutions  were  also  adopted  authorising  payments 
from  the  Orphan  Fund. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee. 

Mr.  Rogers  presented  the  report  of  this  committee 
and,  commenting  on  it,  said  the  number  of  applicants 
was  large,  and  grants  amounting  to  155/.  were  recom- 
mended. He  emphasised  the  fact  that  the  state  of  the 
Fund  is  less  healthy  than  last  year,  and  appealed  for 
increased  subscriptions  and  new  subscribers. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  mentioned  that  the  orphan  in  whose 
welfare  he  is  interested  and  whose  case  has  been  men- 
tioned at  previous  meetings  was  successful  in  obtaining 
election  to  the  Wolverhampton  Orphanage. 

An  additional  subscription  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  was 
also  mentioned — North  Staffordshire  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation, 3/.  3s. 

Library,  etc.,  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  was  next  presented  by  the  President.  This 
referred,  among  other  small  matters,  to  the  provision  of 
aditioual  accommodation  for  the  typists,  an  application 
from  the  German  Ambassador  for  a  copy  of  the  Society's 
Calendar,  and  to  a  report  from  the  Secretary  that  the 
trust  deed  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion scholarship  does  not  allow  of  the  utilisation  of  the 
accumulated  interest  for  increasing  the  amount  of  the 
scholarship. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Examinations. 
The  report  on  the  October  examinations  stated  that 
in  London  there  were  101  candidates,  of  whom  forty-seven 
passed.    In  Edinburgh,  of  forty-nine  candidates  twenty- 
nine  passed. 

Apprentices  Registered. 
The  Registrar  reported  that  he  had  registered  during 
the  month  seventy-two  apprentices  or  students. 

Local  Associations  Committee. 
Mr.  Neathercoat  presented  the  report  of  this  com- 
mittee, which  referred  to  the  successful  inauguration  of  a 
new  series  of  district  meetings.    In  regard  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  Divisional  Secretaries  for  1914,  200  Associations 
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had  been  asked  to  make  nominations,  and  seventy-eight 
had  i-eplied.  It  was  considered  advisable  to  defer  the  ap- 
pointments until  next  month  in  view  of  changes  in  the 
local  organisation  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  he  had  attended  the  annual  dinner 
of  the  Nottingham  Pharmacists'  Association  on  the  pre- 
vious Thursday,  and  was  able  to  state  that  the  work  of 
the  Council  is  much  appreciated.  Alderman  Fitzhugh 
presided  at  the  dinner,  which  he  attended  for  the 
fortieth  time.    Mr.  Fitzhugh  is  eighty. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Examiners  Appointed. 
The  sub-committee  charged  with  the  selection  of  suit- 
able persons  for  appointment  on  the  Board  of  Examiners 
for  England  and  Wales  recommended  the  following  as> 
members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  the  ensuing  year  :

The  sub-committee  also  recommended  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  E.  F.  Harrison  to  assist  the  Board  of  Examiners 
whenever  assistance  is  necessary. 

The  nomination  of  Examiners  for  Scotland  from  the 
North  British  Branch  was  confirmed.  The  only  change 
here  was  the  substitution  of  Mr.  Thomas  Stephenson  for 
Mr:  Peter  Boa, 

The  appointments  were  approved. 

The  times  of  the  examinations  during  1914  were  fixed. 

Optional  Latin. 

The  report  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  stated 
that  the  President,  in  accordance  with  the  desire  of  the 
committee  expressed  in  discussions  during  the  last  two 
meetings,  presented  a  draft  of  the  modifications  which 
he  thought  desirable  in  the  Examination  Regulations, 
particularly  in  the  requirements  for  the  registration  of 
pharmaceutical  students.  After  a  long  discussion  it  was 
moved  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Cross, 
that  the  regulations  should  provide  for  the  specific 
mention  of  six  subjects,  four  of  which  would  be  com- 
pulsory. On  being  put  to  the  vote  of  the  committee  the 
proposition  was  lost.  The  committee  eventually  adopted 
the  draft  submitted  by  the  President,  but  decided  that 
a  footnote  should  be  added  to  the  effect  that  of  the 
two  optional  subjects  Latin  should  be  recommended  as 
one  of  the  subjects'  to  be  taken.  It  was  resolved  that  the 
draft,  as  amended,  should  be  presented  to  the  Council 
for  immediate  adoption  and  publication.  The  Secretary 
reported  to  the  committee  that  the  regulations  relat- 
ing to  the  appointment  and  duties  of  the  new  Statutory 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  had  been  issued  by  the 
Insurance  Commissioners.  He  explained  the  effect  of 
the  regulations,  and  detailed  the  steps  that  had  been 
taken,  to  inform  and  advise  the  Local  Associations  of  the 
position  created  by  the  regulations. 

The  President  explained  the  position  regarding  Latin 
in  the  Preliminary  examination,  and  the  suggestion  that 
this  subject  be  removed  from  thoce  in  the  compulsory 
list.  Latin  is  now  seldom  taught  in  middle-class  schools, 
with  the  result  that  although  many  lads  have 
received  a  good  general  education,  they  cannot  be  regis- 
tered on  entering  pharmacy  as  students,  because  they 
have  not  taken  Latin  at  school.  By  making  Latin  an 
optional  subject  the  certificates  which  most  of  these  boys 
possess  on  leaving  school  will  suffice  for  registration.  As 
the  Society  is  obliged  by  Statute  to  examine  candidates 
in  Latin,  it  is  proposed  to  incorporate  Latin  with  pre- 
scription-reading for  the  Minor  examination.  The  note 
which  it  is  proposed  to  attach  to  the  regulations  regarding 
the  optional  subjects  for  the  Preliminary  is 

The  Council  advise  that  one  of  the  optional  subjects  should 
be  Latin. 

He  thought  that  the  alteration  would  remove  a  stumbling 
block  to  the  registration  of  apprentices  before  entering 
the  b'."ines3. 


Mr.  Campkin  said  although  he  stood  out  against  the 
abolition  of  Latin  as  a  compulsory  subject,  he  agreed 
with  the  footnote  recommending  Latin,  which  vovdd 
be  sufficient  to  encourage  students  to  acquire  a 
knowledge  of  that  language.  He  had  seen  the  inconveni- 
ence of  the  present  requirements  in  several  cases  and 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  special  instruction  in  Latin. 

Mr.  Hagon  said  the  action  of  the  Council  will  be  en- 
dorsed in  the  country.  He  claimed  to  be  one  of  the 
first  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  difficulty 
created  now  that  Latin  is  in  a  different  position  from 
what  it  occupied  twenty  years  ago. 

Mr.  Young  hoped  that  when  included  with  prescription- 
reading  for  the  Minor,  Latin  will  not  be  made  an  academic 
subject.  It  is  not  necessary  that  candidates  should  be 
asked  to  read  Sallust  or  Ca?sar. 

Mr.  Sargeant  congratulated  the  Council  on  the  result 
of  its  deliberations.  The  root  of  the  evil  has  now  been 
struck  at,  by  which  so  many  men  well  fitted  to  enter  were 
kept  out  of  the  ranks  of  pharmacy.  It  had  not  been 
intended  to  develop  the  subject  in  the  Minor  into  an 
examination  in  Classical  Latin. 

Mr.  T.  A.  White  thought  the  new  regulations  would' 
do  away  with  the  evil  of  masters  taking  as  apprentices 
boys  who  had  not  passed  the  Preliminary  examination. 

Mr.  Allen  traced  the  various  stages  of  opinion  held  by 
the  Council  on  Latin  as  a  subject  for  the  Preliminary 
examination.  It  has  been  pointed  out  over  and  over 
again  that  Latin  is  no  longer  taught  in  the  schools  as 
universally  as  formerly.  His  attention  was  first  called 
to  it  when  he  heard  that  in  Scotland  Latin  is  only  taught 
in  the  continuation  schools.  When  he  heard  that  the- 
Scottish  pioneers  in  education  had  dropped  this  subject 
in  general  education  he  felt  it  was  time  to  look  into  the 
matter.  He  recalled  that  Mr.  Carteighe  always  held 
that  all  that  was  wanted  in  pharmaceutical  aspirants  was 
a  sound  elementary  education.  He  (the  speaker)  thought 
the  new  regulation  will  make  a  great  difference,  as  many 
are  kept  out  of  pharmacy  by  reason  of  the  requirement 
of  Latin  in  the  Preliminary. 

Mr.  Currie  added  that  in  Scotland  it  is  proposed  to 
abolish  compulsory  Latin  even  in  the  University  Prelim- 
inary examinations  in  science  and  arts.  This  shows  that 
Latin  is  not  regarded  as  a  very  necessary  ecTucational 
subject. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Correspondence. 

The  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Association  urged  the  Council 
to  interpret  the  Charter  obligation  to  protect  the  interests 
of  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  more  material  sense  of 
a  trades-union. 

The  Secretary  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Federation  asked  for  the  appointment  of  a  delegate  upon 
a  committee  which  is  to  investigate  pharmaceutical 
training.  [Mr.  White  was  appointed.]  He  also  sug- 
gested that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  ask  the- 
British  Government  for  a  subsidy  towards  the  expenses 
of  the  Federation.  [This  is  to  be  done.]  The  Society 
was  also  asked  to  send  a  revised  list  of  delegates  for  pub- 
lication in  the  "Bulletin."  [The  President  is  to  attend 
to  this.] 

The  North  London  Phaimacists'  Association  urged  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  should  be 
elected  upon  a  more  representative  basis. 

The  Gainsborough  pharmacists  deprecated  the  forma- 
tion of  any  new  Federation  as  being  unnecessary. 

The.  Tynemouth  and  Shields  Pharmacists'  Association 
asked  the  Council  to  prepare  a  list  of  proprietary  articles 
containing  scheduled  poisons.  [The  Secretary  is  to  ex- 
plain the  impossibility  of  preparing  such  a  list.] 

The  Thames  Valley  Pharmacists'  Association  expressed 
disapproval  of  the  principle  of  local  formularies  for  In- 
surance dispensing. 

The  Public  Pharmacists'  and  Dispensers'  Association 
asked  for  information  as  to  the  lines  upon  which  the 
Council  intends  to  protect  pharmacists  in  the  public 
services  from  the  possible  consequences  of  the  draft  Bill 
of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries. 

The  Stockport  Pharmacists'  Association  pledged  itself 
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to  support  the  Society  in  any  scheme  of  Federation  it 
may  bring  forward. 

The  Mansfield  Pharmacists'  Association  recommended 
that  patients  in  rural  areas  under  the  National  Insurance 
Act  be  given  the  option  of  obtaining  their  medicines 
from  panel  chemists. 

The  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  North 
British  Branch  was  sent  by  the  Resident  Secretary  and 
summarised  to  the  Council  by  the  Secretary. 

Mr.  Harry  Moon  thanked  the  Council  for  appointing 
him  Deputy  Registrar. 

Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  thanked  the  Council  for 
changing  his  title  to  Resident  Secretary. 

The  Women  Pharmacists'  Association  thanked  the 
Council  for  the  use  of  the  Society's  premises. 

The  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  sent  a  resolution 
giving  the  views  of  the  Association  regarding  the  pro- 
posed assistants'  qualification. 

[The  President  said  that  the  Council  is  glad  to  have 
this  matter  discussed  by  interested  persons.] 

A  letter  from  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  Resident  Secre- 
tary in  Scotland,  dealt  with  the  Medical  Preliminary 
examination  of  the  Educational  Institute  of  Scotland. 
It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  old  Medical  Preliminary, 
as  this  is  the  standard  accepted  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  and  this  is  therefore  still  avail- 
able for  pharmaceutical  students.  What  is  needed  is 
recognition  of  the  new  Medical  Preliminary  in  addition 
to  the  old  standard,  so  that  pharmaceutical  students 
would  have  the  cho'.ce  of  the  two  examinations. 

This  concluded  the  public  business. 


NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

The  Executive  met  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
October  31.  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  (Chairman)  presided, 
and  explained  what  had  transpired  since  last  meeting 
regarding  Insurance  dispensing. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Giles,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fisher, 
and  unanimously  agreed  : 

•That  Dr.  Alfred  Archibald  Boon  (Edinburgh),  Dr. 
Robert  Stewart  MacDougall  (Edinburgh),  Dr.  George 
C'oull  (Leith),  James  Crombie  (Glasgow),  Jonathan  Innes

The  Chairman  reported  on  the  Jubilee  Meeting  of 
1  he  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and  the  Vice- 
Chairman  (Mr.  Giles)  and  Mr.  Wilson  endorsed  his  re- 
marks. 


District  Meeting  at  Portsmouth. 

As  briefly  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.  Supplement  last  week, 
a  district  meeting  of  pharmacists  in  the  area  covered  by 
the  Portsmouth.  Southampton.  Bournemouth,  Isle  of 
Wight.  Hants  County,  and  Wp.st  Sussex  Associations  took 
place  at  Portsmouth  Town  Hall  on  Wednesday,  October  29. 
Mr.  Edmund  Whitp  (President)  occupied  the  chair,  and 
was  supported  by  Messrs.  F.  E.  Bilson  and  T.  A.  White 
(members  of  CouncU)  and  Mr.  Woolcock  (Secretary  and 
Registrar).  The  Chairman  touched  upon  some  of  the 
problems  that  await  the  serious  consideration  of  pharma- 
cists, indicating  at  the  same  time  the  course  of  action  that 
the  Council  thought  wisest  to  adopt.

Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  the  Victoria 
Station  Hotel,  Nottingham,  on  October  30,  the  chair  being1 
occupied  by  Alderman  R.  Fitzhugh,  J. P.  (President). 
The  company  included  Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin,  J. P.  (Vice- 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  Dr.  J.  Wilkie 
Scott  (Secretary  Nottingham  Medical  Insurance  Com- 
mittee), Mr.  J.  A.  H.  Green  (Clerk  to  the  Nottinghamshire 
Insurance  Committee),  Mr.  R.  Sands  (Clerk  to  the  Notting- 
ham Insurance  Committee),  and  Mr.  Alan  Francis  (The 
British  Drug  Houses).  In  proposing  the  toast  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society."  Mr.  C.  F.  Carr  desired  informa- 
tion regarding  the  future  policy  of  Bloomsbury  Square; 
but  in  his  reply  Mr.  Campkin  refused  to  be  drawn,  pre- 
ferring to  give  a  disquisition  on  the  Benevolent  Fund.  A 
most  agreeable  programme  of  vocal  and  instrumental 
music  was  interspersed  between  the  speeches. — The  Associa- 
tion held  a  social  meeting  at  the  Victoria  Station  Hotel  on 
Wednesday  evening,  November  5.  The  subjects  which  came 
under  discussion  dealt  particularly  with  the  new  Pharma- 
ceutical Insurance  Committees,  the  dearth  of  apprentices 
and  assistants,  and  the  need  for  some  measures  which  would 
bring  more  youths  into  the  profession.  Shorter  hours  and 
protection  for  the  pharmacist  were  also  topics  of 
conversation. 

Leeds  Dinner. 

The  members  of  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association  held  their 
annual  dinner  on  November  5  at  the  Great  Northern  Hotel. 
The  President  (Mr.  Overend)  occupied  the  chair,  and  was 
supported  by  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  (Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  and  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  and  Mr. 
F.  Pilkington  Sargeant  (members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society).  Mr.  R.  G.  Shaw  proposed  the 
toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  and  Mr.  Woolcock. 
in  responding,  emphasised  the  determination  of  the  Society 
to  protect  the  business  interests  of  the  chemist.  He  said 
that  whatever  might  be  said  as  to  the  limitation  of  the 
Society's  action  in  the  past,  they  must  not  forget  that  for 
years  past  the  Society  had  devoted  very  considerable  atten- 
tion to  education  and  to  benevolence,  and  even  to  the  pro- 
tection of  the  business  interests  of  the  members,  and.  though 
some  of  them  might  think  that  not  enough  attention  had 
been  devoted  to  the  last-named  object,  it  was  certain  that 
the  Society's  educational  work  had  prepared  the  way  for 
what  was  to  follow,  and  without  that  educational  effort 
there  would  hav  been  no  chance  at  the  present  moment 
of  doing  what  wr  proposed  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  pro- 
tecting the  busin  s  interests.  They  were  now  to  a  certain 
extent  tearing  up  the  old  traditions  and  getting  on  to  a 
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new  line,  but  they  should  not  forget  what  had  led  them 
to  that  line,  and  make  the  mistake  of  over-estimating-  the 
duty  of  protecting  the  business  interests,  with  the  result  of 
neglecting  education.  He  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  of 
the  Society  now  that  there  is  no  phase  of  the  business  of 
the  pharmacist,  and  no  kind  of  work  concerning  him,  and 
no  conditions  affecting  him  which  might  arise  that  the 
Society  could  not  deal  with.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council 
was  prepared  to  deal  with  any  kind  of  emergency  what- 
soever. As  to  new  developments,  he  referred  to  the  de- 
cision that  day  in  regard  to  Latin  (see  index  folio  711).  Mr. 
Woolcock  then  outlined  the  effect  of  the  Insurance  Act 
Regulations  in  regard  to  the  election  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  in  the  local  areas,  and  said  the  most  important 
thing  for  these  Associations  at  the  moment  is  the  matter 
of  the  nominations.  He  hoped  that  they  would  take  the 
greatest  care  in  making  these  nominations,  and  take  care 
that  they  are  made  in  time.  The  toast  of  "  The  Medical 
Profession  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock.  and  re- 
sponded to  by  Dr.  Rowden.  Mr.  Pilkington  Sargeant  pro- 
posed the  toast  of  "  The  Visitors,''  to  which  Mr.  Currie 
and  Mr.  Broadhead  replied.

W.  Roberts  opened  the  case  in  favour  of  the  examination, 
basing  his  remarks  on  the  consideration  that  the  institution 
of  an  Assistants'  examination  would  enhance  the  value  of 
the  Minor  qualification.  Mr.  Gosling,  while  recognising 
that  an  Assistants'  examination  was  practically  inevitable, 
held  the  view  that  it  would  tend  to  reduce  the  number  of 
Minor  candidates  and  to  increase  the  number  of  persons 
starting  in  business  as  drug-vendors  without  the  higher 
qualification.  Both  sides  of  the  question  were  well  dis- 
cussed by  Messrs.  E.  H.  Brittain,  G.  A.  Tocher,  S.  K. 
Crews,  C.  E.  McMillan.  E.  Thompson,  Colston,  and  Wells. 
A  resolution  was  passed,  with  few  dissentients,  recommend- 
ing that  an  assistants'  qualification  is  desirable,  but  "  pray- 
ing that  the  interests  of  qualified  pharmacists  be  fully 
protected,  both  as  to  title  and  trading  interests,  and  that 
the  standard  of  the  proposed  examination  be  sufficiently 
high  to  maintain  tho  present  standard  of  pharmaceutical 
prestige,  and,  further,  that  only  registered  students  not'  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  who  have  been  engaged  in  dis- 
pensing under  the  surjervision  of  a  pharmacist'  or  registered 
apothecary  for  at  least  two  years,  be  admitted  to  the 
examination."  This  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society.  Details  were  announced  of  another  prize 
to  be  awarded  annually  by  the  Association,  consisting  of  a 
copy  of  Remington's  "  Practioe  of  Pharmacy,"  autographed 
by  the  author  himself.

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
retiring  President  was  enthusiastically  accorded.  It  was 
decided  to  arrange  an  open  meeting  to  discuss  the  revised 
tariff  and  other  Insurance  matters. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry.— The  first  meeting  of 
the  present  session  of  the  London  Section  was  held  at  Bur- 
lington House,  Piccadilly.  W.,  on  November  3.  Dr.  W.  R. 
Hodgkinson  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  large  attend- 
ance.   In  opening  the  proceedings,  the  Chairman  referred 
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an  feeling:  terms  to  the  Death  of  Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch,  who 
had  worked  for  the  Society  in  a  self-sacrificing  manner  for 
many  years.    Everyone  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  would 
feel  Dr.  Lewkowitsch's  death  as  a  personal  friend,  owing  to 
the  strong  personal  qualities  which  he  displayed.    A  vote  of 
sympathy  was  then  taken  in  silence,  the  members  upstand- 
ing.   The  first  paper  was  by  Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong, 
and  was  a  continuation  of  the  Studies  on  Oxidation  which 
have  been  dealt  with  at  intervals  since  1905.    Tho  subject  in 
particular  was  the  production  of  oxygen  by  electrolysis  and 
peroxidation  as  determined  by  platinum  and  other  catalysts. 
The  lecturer  began  by  confessing  that  he  is  a  great  admirer 
of  Schonbein,  and  read  from  the  "  Life  of  Faraday  "  extracts 
from  letters  in  which  Schonbein  confided  to  Faraday  his 
thoughts   regarding  the  wonders  of  oxygen.    "  We  must 
follow  Schonbein,"  said  Dr.  Armstrong,  "in  not  overlooking 
the  obvious."     Some  method  must  be  devised  of  burning 
•oxygen  in  a  less  wasteful  manner  than  by  any  process  at 
present  in  use,  by  which  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  of  the 
fuel  is  utilised.    The  ono  chance  lies  in  learning  to  burn  it 
electrically.    This  led  up  to  the  question  of  the  Grove,  gas- 
battery,  the  difficulty  in  which  is  that  it  will  not  work 
while  any  carbon  monoxide  is  present  in  the  hydrogen.  Tho 
.lecturer   then    dealt   with   his   theories  of    oxidation,  or 
hydroxylations   as  he  prefers  to  regard  it.  seeing  that  the 
oxidising  agent  only  acts  in  a  secondai'y  way  as  a  de- 
polariser.    The  attachment  for  reactions  of  tho  hydroxyl 
molecule  in  contact  with  the  platinum  of  tho  battery  was 
gone  into  at  great  length,  and  many  interesting  expressions 
•of  opinion  were  given  incidentally.    At  tho  finish  the  lec- 
turer confessed  that  he  is  a  pessimist  as  to  the  practicability 
of  devising  a  battery  which  will  enable  gases  to  be  burned 
successfully.    There  was  a  short  discussion,  in  which  Pro- 
fessor Perry,  Mr.  Sidney  Brown.  Mr.  W.  P.  Dreaper,  and 
Professor  Donna n  took  part.    The  last-named  stated  that 
hydrogen  and  carbon  monoxide  cells  have  been  realised  in 
Germany,  but  the  current  obtained  is  very  small.  The 
Analysis  of  Glycerin  was  dealt  with  in  the  next  paper  by 
Mr.  R.   G.  Grimwood.    The   international  standards  and 
methods  of  testing  glycerin  which  were  agreed  to  in  1911 
were  referred  to,  work  having  been  done  by  the  lecturer  with 
a  view  of  shortening  tho  process  for  the  determination  of 
non-volatile  matter.    The  standard  method  is  to  evaporate 
a  weighed  quantity  in  an  oven  at.  140°  C.  and  "  bake  "  to 
constant,  weight.     This  takes  from  two  to  six  hours.  The 
author  has  devised  an  electrically  heated  oven  with  jets  of 
hot  air  playing  on  the  film  of  glycerin.    The  temperature 
employed  is  160°  C.  and  the  time  taken  reduced  to  from  forty 
minutes  to  an  hour  and  a  half.    Comparative  results  by  the 
standard  and  improved  methods  show  very  close  agreement 
in  the  analytical  factors.    Other  improvements  introduced 
"by  tho  lecturer  are  the  use  of  a  water-pump  for  evaporating 
the  water  from  the  acefylised  residue,  and  the  employment 
of  Petri  dishes  with  rounded  corners.    Tho  third  paper,  on 
the  Abel  Heat  Test,  by  Mr.  Bertram  J.  Smart,  was  not  read, 
the  Chairman  explaining  that  it  is  printed  in  the  Society's 
"  Journal,''  and  an  opportunity  of  discussing  it  will  be  given 
at    another  meeting. — A  meeting  was  held    at,  University 
'College.  Nottingham,  on  October  29.  Sir  John  Turney.  and 
later  Mr.  J.  T.  Wood,  presiding.   Mr.  S.  R.  Trotman,' M.A.. 
F.I.C.,  gave  an  account  of  A  Cliromogcnic  Organism  De- 
composing Tannic  Acid.    He  referred  to  numerous  cases  of 
damage  to  textile  and  other  fabrics  caused  by  a  bacterial 
growth,  and  showed  a  skiver  damaged  by  stains  due  to  the 
new  organism.    Several  samples  of,  nutrient  broth,  contain- 
ing about  0.1  per  cent,  of  tannin,  were  also  shown,  which 
were    coloured   a   reddish-brown   by     inoculations  of  the 
organism.    The  bacillus  not  only  decomposes  the  tannin, 
but  at  tho  same  time  produces  a  black-colouring  matter. 
The  communication  was  followed  by  a  discussion,  in  which 
Mr.  Wood  remarked  that  thanks  to  such  researches  as  that 
•of  Mr.  Trotman,  troubles  of  the  kind  described  are  not  so 
common  now  as  they  used  to  be.    The  decomposition  of 
tannin  is  duo  to  an  enzyme,  tannase,  discovered  by  Fern- 
bach  in  1901  and  produced  by  a  Penieillium.    It  has  been 
recently   investigated   by   Louis  Knudson.    Messrs.  Merri- 
man,  D.  J.  Law.  and  J.  M.  Wilkie,  B.Sc.  also  joined  in 
the  discussion. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Birmingham  and  Mid- 
land Section,  held  on  November  3  at  the  Birmingham  Uni- 
versity, Dr.  R.  S.  Morrell  (chief  chemist  to  Messrs.  Mandcr 
&  Co.,    Wolverhampton)  read    a  paper  on  The  Saturated 
Acids  of  Linseed  Oil.    He  said  that  it  is  difficult  to  separate 
the  components  of  linseed  oil,  and  there  is  no  satisfactory 
method  of  determining  the   amounts  with  accuracy.  He 
was  not  able  to  confirm  the  statement  which  had  been  made 
that  oleum  lini  contained  arachis  acid. 

Tynemouth  and  Shields.— Mr.   J.  Fawcett  Hogg,  the 
retiring  President,  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
local  Association  held  on  October  28.    The  annual  report 
showed  the  Association  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  cond 
tion,  as  also  did  the  financial '  Statement,  and  both  were 


adopted.  The  following  officers  were  elected:  President, 
Mr.  J.  Walker  (South  Shields);  Committee,  Messrs.  J.  F. 
Hogg,  W.  Wallace  Bell,  A.  H.  McBryde,  J.  M.  Darling,  and 
B.  Williamson;  Secretary  and  Treasurer ,  Mr.  H.  S. 
Williamson  (re-elected).  The  Secretary  reported  that  the 
new  Insurance  Drug  Tariff,  containing  a  minimum  of  one 
penny  for  scheduled  poisons,  had  been  accepted  by  the 
Tynemouth  Medical  Committee,  and  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Insurance  Committee.  Tho  South  Shields  Insurance 
Committee  has  also  received  the  tariff  with  the  same  modi- 
fication. The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  both 
Committees  asking  them  to  delay  reconsideration  of  the 
question  of  hours  of  service  until  the  early  part  of  next 
year.  Mr.  Buckley,  on  behalf  of  the  members,  presented 
the  Secretary  with  a  case  of  pipes,  a  tobacco-pouch,  a 
walking-stick',  a  pound  of  tobacco,  and  a  hundred  cigarettes. 
In  the  course  of  his  remarks,  Mr.  Buckley  paid  high  tribute 
to  Mr.  Williamson's  work  both  in  the  origin  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  carrying  it  on. 

Wolverhampton.  —The  prizes  (10s.  tel.  each)  awarded 
to  the  best  students  in  the  subjects  by  the  Wolverhampton 
Chemists'  Association  have  been  won  by  Miss  Evelyn  Jones 
for  chemistry,  and  Mr.  Richard  Turner  for  botany.

Copaiba.— According  to  Fromme,  one  gram  of  genuine 
copaiba  requires  from  2.84  to  3.28  c.c.  of  seminormal  alkali 
to  neutralise  the  free  acids,  and  from  3.12  to  3.79  c.c.  for 
saponification.  These  figures  were  obtained  from  eix  pure 
samples. 

A  Slew  Digitalis  Glucoside.  — Windaus  and  Schnecken- 
burger  ("  Berichte,"  1913,  2628)  have  isolated  a  new  glucoside 
from  commercial  digitoxin  (manufactured  by  Merck).  It 
is  a  white  amorphous  powder,  of  the  formula  C.eHsoOja.  It 
has  been  named  gitonin.  It  is  lajvorotatory,  and  splits  up 
under  the  influence  of  hydrolysing  agents  into  gitogenin, 
hexose,  and  pentose,  as  f  ollows  : 

C«Hso023+4H=0  =  Ci6H4,01+3CcH1206+CsH,o05. 
Gitogenin  is  soluble  in  chloroform  and  alcohol,  and  crystal- 
lises in  white  leaflets,  melting  at  271°  to  272°.    On  oxida- 
tion it  yields  a  dicarboxylic  acid  of  the  formula  C^HioOs. 

New  Boric-acid  Test.— Dr.  Ernest  Pieszczek  ("  Phar. 
Zeit.,"  October  22,  p.  850),  as  a  result  of  using  methyl 
alcohol  to  replace  ordinary  alcohol  in  the  flame-test  for 
boric  acid,  obtained  the  unexpected  result — methyl  alcohol 
itself,  without  an  addition  of  sulphuric  acid,  is  able  to  give 
the  green  flame-colouring  perfectly.  With  finely  powdered 
borax  mixed  in  a  small  dish  with  methyl  alcohol  a  beauti- 
ful and  very  intense  emerald-green  flame-colouring  is  given 
after  lighting  the  spirit,  the  colouring  being  sometimes 
strong  enough  to  cover  even  the  yellow  sodium  light  entirely. 
The  coloration  is  apparently  due  to  burning  boric  methyl 
ester.  The  methyl  alcohol  used  was  free  from  formic  acid. 
As  ethyl  alcohol,  acetaldehyde,  and  acetone  do  not  give 
this  reaction,  it  seems  as  if  the  test  provides  a  simple  and 
accurate  means  of  testing  for  the  presence  of  methyl  alcohol. 
In  mixtures  of  ethyl  alcohol  containing  10  per  cent,  of 
methyl  alcohol  the  colouring  can  be  very  distinctly  recog- 
nised, and  by  practice  an  admixture  of  even  5  per  cent, 
can  be  detected.  In  the  latter  case  it  is  better  to  fractionate 
and  test  the  first  fraction.  The  colour  is  best  seen  in  the  dark, 
especially  after  waiting  one  or  two  minutes  for  the  ester 
to  form.

To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

BUSINESS  in  the  chemical  and  drug  market's  has  not 
shown  any  improvement,  and  complaints  of  slack- 
ness are  fairly  general,  with  an  absence  of  interest.

81  cases,  and  the  Pavia,  from  Constantinople  to  Liver- 
pool, 76  cases. 
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A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  October  24  that  the 
sales  this  week  amount  to  36  cases,  at  from  10s.  to  12s.  for 
druggists'  manufacturing  qualities,  according  to  quality. 
Sellers,  however,  reluctantly  consent  to  part  with  their 
holdings,  for  they  all  affirm  that  their  clients  in  the 
Interior  lose  on  an  average  20?.  per  case  at  the  present 
rates.  If  the  autumn  sowings,  however,  are  carr.ed  out 
under  favourable  weather  conditions,  it  will  be  easier  to 
do  business,  and  very  likely  we  will  see  a  basis  of  lis. 
per  lb.  for  11-per-cent.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  are  3,483 
cases,  against  1,691  at  same  date  last  year. 

A  Constantinople  correspondent,  writing  on  November  1, 
reports  that  as  the  result  of  several  pessimistic  rumours  in 
Europe,  occasioned,  it  is  said,  by  drought  in  tho  Karahissar 
districts,  certain  importers  decided  to  make  purchases,  pay- 
ing a  few  piastres  more.

10s.  to 
31/.  10s.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Canthaeides. — In  consequence  of  the  small  Russian  crop 
and  the  good  demand,  prices  have  improved  to  m.  14.50  for 
spot  (Hamburg),  and  for  shipment  m.14  per  kilo,  has  been 
paid.    A  further  advance  is  not  unlikely. 

Cevadilla  has  undergone  a  considerable  decline,  which 
may  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  holders,  in  view  of  the 
new  crop,  are  endeavouring  to  sell  quickly.  It  is  not 
possible  to  say  whether  still  lower  prices  will  prevail,  as  the 
future  of  the  "market  depends  on  the  result  of  the  new  crop. 
Prices  are  from  m.100  to  m.105  per  100  kilos. 

Condurango  is  somewhat  firmer,  especially  as  the  Ham- 
burg stocks  have  practically  all  been  cleared  and  new  crop 
has  not  yet  been  received.  Spot  is  to-day  an. 65  per 
100  kilos. 

Fenugreek-seed. — Prices  for  inferior  qualities  have  fallen 
still  further ;  on  the  other  hand,  the  quotations  for  fine 
green  were  not  only  maintained,  but  even  increased,  owing 
to  scarcity. 

Hydrastis. — According  to  reports  from  U.S.A.,  an  extra- 
ordinary scarcity  will  have  to  be  reckoned  upon,  and  con- 
sequently but  moderate  quantities  of  the  new  drug  are 
offered  at  the  high  price  of  m.46  to  m.47  per  kilo,  to  arrive. 

Kola. — An  increased  demand  is  evident,  and  several  first- 
hand lots  in  Hamburg  have  been  taken  out  of  the  market. 
At  present  recourse  has  to  be  had  to  second-hands,  who 
quote  quarters,  according  to  quality,  at  from  on. 72. 50  to 
m.75,  and  halves  at  from  m.68.70  per  100  kilos. 

Nux  Vomica. — Calcutta  seed  for  November-December 
shipment  is  offered  at  m.18.50,  and  afloat  at  m.22  per 
100  kilos.,  c.i.f.  Hamburg.    Buyers  are  reserved. 

Tonka-beans  are  firmer;  for  Angostura  spot  (Hamburg) 
m. 15.50  and  for  shipment  m.15  per  kilo,  has  been  paid. 
Para  still  remains  quiet,  with  little  business  doing.  Crystal- 
lised can  be  bought  at  m.8.50  to  m.9,  and  uncrystallised 
ware  at  m.5  to  m.6  per  kilo. 

London  Crude  Drug  Deliveries. 

The  deliveries  from  the  Cutler  Street  drug-warehouses  in 
October  show  that  business  must  be  better  than  many  people 
imagine  or  profess  it  to  be.  We  select  a  few  of  the  chief 
items,  some  of  which  show  a  considerable  improvement  as 
compared  with  previous  months :  Sarsaparilla,  105  bales ; 
benzoin,  312  packages;  aloes,  206  packages;  ipecacuanha, 
40  packages ;  dragon's-blood,  13  cases ;  gamboge,  28  cases ; 
and  guaiacum,  20  packages ;  making  a  total  of  724  packages 
— not  a  bad  record  for  some  of  the  leading  staples. 

Mercury  in  Surinam. 

In  our  issue  of  May  31  we  mentioned  that  the  cinnabar 
occurrences  in  Surinam  were  being  investigated  by  mining 
engineers  on  behalf  of  two  independent  American  syndicates 
and  a  Dutch  syndicate.  We  now  learn  that  two  French 
experts,  MM.  Belliard  and  Tronessart,  have  arrived  in 
the  colony  for  the  same  purpose.  M.  Tronessart  is  said  to 
i-epresent  the  Rothschilds'  Paris  house.  M.  Belliard  is  tne 
director  of  a  large  rosewood  concern  in  French  Guiana.  A 
third  expert,  M.  Rodier,  is  also  expected  in  the  colony 
shortly  to  report  on  a  supposed  cinnabar  area,  which  is  the 
subject  of  a  concession  made  to  Heeren  J.  B.  Nassy,  J.  G.  S. 
Dragben,  Roblos.  and  Sedney.  This  area  is  near  Marowijnc, 
where  cinnabar  has  already  been  found. 

Tahiti  Vanilla. 

The  fact  that  the  new  American  tariff  has  imposed  an 
import  duty  of  30  cents  per  lb.  on  vanilla-beans  has  led  to 
considerable  perturbation  among  the  San  Francisco  mer- 
chants, whose  complaints  are  voiced  in  the  "  San  Francisco 
and  Pacific  Druggist."  Our  contemporary  believes  that 
these  merchants,  who  were  doing  a  thriving  import  trade 
in  vanilla  from  Tahiti,  will  now  be  driven  out  of  the  busi- 
ness, as  preference  will  be  given  to  Mexican  vanilla,  which 
is  of  a  higher  grade.  It  is  estimated  that  the  annual  ex- 
ports from  Tahiti  to  the  U.S.A.  are  about  $1,500,000,  in 
addition  to  which  about  $1,000,000  worth  of  American  goods 
are  sold  in  Tahiti.  With  the  loss  of  the  Tahiti  market  to 
San  Francisco,  it  is  believed  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
will  capture  the  trade  of  the  island. 

Bengal  Cinchona  and  Quinine. 

The  fifty-first  annual  report  of  the  Government  cinchona 
plantations  and  factory  in  Bengal  states  that  the  two  planta- 
tions of  Mungpoo  and  Munsong  now  have  a  total  area  of 
1,779^  acres  under  cinchona  cultivation,  an  increase  of 
2214  acres  having  taken  place  during  the  year  1912-13.  Over 
this  acreage  2.853.852  plants  are  distributed,  and  from  the 
total  harvest  of  216.978  uprooted  trees  611,338  lb.  of  dry 


bark  was  obtained — an  average  yield  of  2.81  lb.  The  total 
quantity  of  bark  worked  up  in  the  factory  was  758,231  lb., 
of  which  301,100  lb.  was  plantation  bark  and  457,131  lb. 
purchased  Java  bark  ;  the  yield  of  quinine  from  the  former 
was  4.43  per  cent,  and  from  the  latter  6.86  per  cent.  The 
total  output  of  the  factory  consisted  of  43,853  lb.  of  quinine 
sulphate,  1  lb.  4  oz.  of  cinchonine  sulphate,  6,949  lb.  12  oz. 
of  cinchona  febrifuge,  and  299  lb.  11  oz.  of  residual  alka- 
loid. In  addition,  29,103  lb.  of  quinine  were  bought  in 
Amsterdam  at  an  average  rate  of  Rs.  8-7-5  per  lb. — a  good 
investment  in  view  of  the  rise  in  price  which  has  sine© 
taken  place.  The  stock  of  quinine  on  March  31  amounted 
to  132,374  lb.,  and  in  order  to  warehouse  it  a  large  building 
with  a  ferro-concrete  floor  has  been  erected.  The  cost  of 
extraction  per  lb.  of  bark  averaged  1.655  annas ;  the  cost  of 
1  lb.  of  quinine  from  plantation  bark  amounted  to  Rs.  5-15-5, 
and  from  Java  bark  to  Rs.  5-8-7.  The  whole  of  the  dis- 
tribution now  proceeds  from  the  Juvenile  Gaol,  Alipore, 
and  the  total  issue  of  quinine  sulphate  amounted  to 
13,787  lb.,  against  15,839  lb.  issued  last  year.  The  Punjab 
accounts  for  an  increase  of  1,356  lb.,  whereas  there  was  a 
decrease  of  3,260  lb.  in  Bengal.  The  profit-and-loss  account 
closes  with  a  profit  balance  of  Rs.  1,34,106-14-8.

The  New  Pharmaceutical  Committees  and  a  Trade  Union. 

Sir, — The  long-looked-for  Regulations  are  published  at 
last,  and  I  have  searched  them  in  vain  for  anything  that 
can  be  construed  into  an  acknowledgment  of  the  existence 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  There  is  perhaps  one  clause 
which  may  be  taken  as  such  :  it  is  Part  3,  Clause  15, 
Sub-section  3,  which  refers  to  the  register  of  chemists 
and  druggists.  The  compilation  of  that  register  is  one 
of  the  statutory  duties  of  the  Society.  Insurance  work 
is  not,  and  never  can  be,  one  of  those  duties.  The 
Society  cannot  represent  unqualified  men,  and  these  new 
■committees  contain  such.  The  committees  do  not  repre- 
sent a  man  because  he  is  a  chemist,  but  because  he  is 
engaged  in  some  branch  of  Insurance  work.  The  Regula- 
tions draw  a  line  clean  through  the  body  pharmaceutic, 
acknowledging  one  section  only,  and  catering  specifically 
for  the  man  in  business — a6  the  Society  never  has  done. 
Official  committees  are  established  whereon  three  classes 
of  persons  engaged  under  the  Insurance  Act  may  be  repre- 
sented— registered  chemists,  corporate  bodies,  and  unquali- 
fied stores.  These  Regulations  deal  with  the  small  chemist 
behind  the  counter,  not  the  pharmaceutical  dilettante  in 
the  arm-chair.  This  is  the  first  attempt  to  establish  on 
a  properly  organised  basis  an  association  of  working 
pharmacists.  It  is,  in  the  abstract,  the  beginning  of  our 
Trade  Union. 

And  the  Commissioners  are  going  to  deal  with  these 
committees  direct.  There  is  to  be  no  intervention  of 
accidental  organisations.  There  is  no  place  here  for  the 
present  Standing  Committee,  but  there  is  a  place  (and  it 
is  certain  that  it  must  be  filled  sooner  or  later)  for  a 
central  body  in  each  of  the  three  countries  elected  by 
these  committees,  representing  all  these  committees,  and 
possessing  full  power  to  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  all 
these  committees.  If  these  committees  are  to  preserve 
their  independence  and  secure  the  best  conditions  for  the 
working  pharmacist  whom  they  represent,  they  must  be 
united  in  policy  and  purpose.  A  federation  of  these  com- 
mittees is  the  only  method  of  securing  this,  and  from  the 
evidences  that  I  personally  have  received  that  federation 
is  already  on  the  way.  Yours  truly,

"  It's  an  111  Bird,"  etc 

Sir, — Thp  paragraph  quoted  in  the  0.  cf-  D.,  Novem- 
ber 1,  index  folio  676,  as  having  appeared  in  the  London 
dailies  is  practically  identical  with  the  words  of  a  well- 
known  pharmacist  at  an  Association  meeting  a  week  or  so 
before.  It  only  shows  the  folly  of  talking  about  these 
matters  to  anyone  at  all,  whether  confidentially  or  no.  I 
have  found  doctors  not  very  familiar  with  measurements 
of  such  things  as  lint,  and  if  I  have  had  occasion 
to  point  out  to  them  that  the  quantity  ordered 
■seems  a  large  one,  in  at  least  three  cases  the 
doctors  thanked  me,  and  have  restricted  them- 
selves to  ordering  by  ounces.  It  may  be  argued  that 
it  is  to  one's  interest  to  sell  the  Insurance  Committee  as 
much  as  possible,  but  at  tariff  rates  this  does  not  apply  ; 
and  the  ultimate  use  of  such  things  is  to  the  benefit  of 
the  whole  family  of  the  panelled  person  and  a  loss  of 
profit  to  us.  I  think  it  a  mistake  to  assume  that  in  every 
such  case  the  medico  is  working  against  the  Act  wil- 
fully. In  my  own  experience  all  I  have  referred  back 
to  are  apparently  glad  of  any  suggestion  which  may  help 


the  smooth  working  of  the  scheme.  The  late  Dr.  John 
Muter  used  to  tell  us  that  theoretical  chemistry  is  as 
simple  as  ABC;  it  is  only  because  we  knew  it  to  be 
chemistry  that  we  got  frightened  and  stupid.  So  with 
Insurance  dispensing;  and  if  chemists  would  take  the 
trouble  to  ascertain  the  doctor's  intentions  at  the  first 
opportunity  instead  of  voicing  their  grievances  to  people 
who  can't  help  them,  we  should  no  doubt  see  less  about 
the  dissatisfied  pharmacist  in  the  public  Press.

Insurance  Charges  for  Tablets. 

Sir, — I  am  obliged  to  "  Xrayser  "  for  drawing  attention 
to  my  remarks  about  pricing  of  tablets,  capsules,  sup- 
positories, pills,  etc.  The  illustration  I  gave — viz.,  tab. 
thyroid. — was  perhaps  not  the  best  that  could  have  been 
chosen,  but  my  contention  is  that  the  adding  of  one-third 
to  the  cost  of  thyroid  tablet1!  in  the  list  of  a  typical 
wholesale  house,  and  then  adding  the  dispensing-fee  of 
3(7.  per  doz.,  etc.,  is  actually  charging  an  Insurance  Com- 
mittee twice  for  "putting  into  tablet  form"  the  pre- 
scribed remedy.  Surely  this  is  plain  enough  to  understand 
without  labouring  the  point  further,  and  a  checker,  however 
undeveloped,  would  have  no  difficulty  in  convincing  a 
legal  mind  of  his  correctness  in  disallowing  such  double 
charges.

Poor-law  Dispensing. 

Sir, — It  was  pointed  out  by  Sir  Victor  Horsley,  in  his 
inaugural  address  to  the  Public  Pharmacists'  and  Dis- 
pensers' Association  at  Bloomsbury  Square  on  October  30, 
1912.  that  it  ought  not  to  have  needed  a  tragedy  to 
show  the  authorities  the  necessity  of  employing  qualified 
dispensers  in  public  institutions.  In  the  tragedy  referred 
to  three  persons  were  poisoned  with  a  solution  of  chloral 
hydrate  owing  to  the  mistake  of  an  unqualified  dispenser. 
The  place  where  the  tragedy  occurred  was,  of  course, 
named  by  Sir  Victor  Horsley,  but  is  omitted  here,  as  in 
my  letter  of  October  25  the  words  "  Fatalities  which  have 
occurred,"  etc.,  covered  definite  instances  of  poisoning 
fatalities  at  named  institutions  where  no  pharmacist,  was 
employed  which  were  communicated  to  you,  Sir,  and  I 
take  it  that  in  the  interests  of  the  institutions  concerned 
you  do  not  desire  that  names  should  appear.  Cases  of 
poisoning  fatalities  in  public  institutions  where  no  dis- 
penser is  employed  call  for  special  attention.  In  a  recent 
institutional  case  it  had  been  the  custom  to  store  carbolic 
lotion  in  a  cupboard  in  an  ordinary  medicine-bottle.  The 
inevitable  at  length  happened,  and  in  the  early  hours  of 
the  morning  the  carbolic  lotion  was  administered  in  mistake 
for  a  solution  of  Epsom  salts  to  two  patients,  one  of  whom 
died.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  had  a  dispenser  been 
employed  a  valuable  life  would  have  been  saved  in  this 
case,  which  is  typical  of  others.  As  to  Mr.  Trayner's 
offer,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  employment  of  un- 
qualified dispensers  has  ceased  under  several  authorities 
and  in  many  large  institutions,  an'd  if  the  field  of  operation 
is  limited  the  opportunity  for  mistake  must  be  limited 
also.  It  is  obvious  that  in  carrying  through  the  same 
amount  of  work  under  equal  conditions  better  work  will 
be  done  and,fewer  mistakes  will  be  made  by  the  trained 
and  skilled  man  than  by  the  unskilled  one.  As  Mr.  Tray- 
ner  refers  to  the  evidence  given  before  the  Departmental 
Committee  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox,  toxicologist  to  the 
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Home  Office,  I  quote  one  question  addressed  to  Dr.  Willeox 
and  his  reply  : 

"  Question  No.  2730.  Then  you  put  it  as  high  as  this — 
that  a  person  should  not  be  allowed  to  dispense  even  a 
remedy  not  containing-  a  scheduled  poison  unless  he  were 
either  a.  registered  pharmacist  or  is  working  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist.  That  is 
the  substance  of  your  opinion? — Yes."

Sir, — Your  correspondent  Mr.  Francis  E.  Trayner  has 
given  himself  completely  away  while  getting  indignant 
at  a  former  correspondent  who  advocated  the  employment 
of  duly  qualified  persons  in  all  public  appointments:  He 
speaks  of  unqualified  dispensers  "who  have  never  sub- 
mitted themselves  to  examination."  By  what  right,  then, 
do  they  usurp  the  position  of  qualified  persons  who  have 
submitted  themselves  (successfully)  to  examination  ?  He 
also  alludes  to  the  Apothecaries'  assistant,  quite  forgetting 
that  the  certificate  of  that  body  entitles  its  holder  to 
act  as  an  assistant  to  an  apothecary,  who  can  now  very 
rarely  be  found  on  the  staff  of  any  public  institution.  I 
might  suggest  also  that  in  the  event  (which  I  hope  may 
not  occur)  of  a  serious  illness  to  his  wife  or  child  he  would 
not  6end  for  a  practitioner  who  is  unqualified  and  who 
had  not  submitted  himself  to  examination.  I  might 
further  remind  him  that  the  authors  of  the  Insurance 
Act  pride  themselves  on  the  fact  that  the  working-man 
can  now  obtain  as  skilled  advice  as  the  titled  person,  and 
have  made  provision  that  the  dispensing  should  be 
properly  done  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified 
person  who  has  submitted  himself  to  examination.  He 
will  remember  what  a  cry  was  raised  when  some  wholesale 
firm  injudiciously  advertised  dressings  of  "Insurance 
quality,"  and  how  it  was  strongly  advocated  that  all  per- 
taining to  Insurance  was  required  to  be  of  the  best.  The 
most  practical  test  of  the  quality  of  an  article  is  to  submit 
it  to  examination.  So  far  as  Poor-law  dispensing  is  con- 
cerned, the  Local  Government  Board  insist  on  a  fully 
qualified  man  prescribing  the  medicine ;  by,  the  same 
reasoning  a  fully  qualified  person  ought  to  dispense  it. 
In  these  democratic  days  it  is  always  insisted  that  our 
"teeming  industrial  millions"  have  just  as  much  right 
to  consideration  as  the  more  fortunate  owner  of  a  motor- 
car; and  as  the  dispensary  of  the  public  institution  is 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  the  working-man'6  pharmacy, 
the  administration  of  it  should  also  be  on  the  same  lines 
as  the  West-end  establishment  patronised  by  the  more 
fortunate  ones.  The  Poor-law  institutions  ought  particu- 
larly to  be  above  suspicion,  a6  the  frequenters  of  them  are 
of  the  poorest,  often  ignorant  and  frequently  illiterate, 
who  require  to  be  protected  against  themselves,  and  hence 
these  places  should  be  controlled  by,  the  most  skilful 
hands  obtainable.  Yours  truly,

Co-operatives  and  the  P.A.T.A. 

Sir, — In  connection  with  your  note  on  this  subject 
in  the  C.  <L-  D.,  November  1,  I  venture  to  call  attention 
to  a  forward  movement  on  the  part  of  the  Co-operative 


wholesale  people  which  I  contemplate.  They  have  huge 
factories  for  turning  out  packed  drugs  and  packed  goods 
generally,  and  every  Co-operative  store  keeps  90  per  cent, 
of  .what  every  chemist  keeps.  But  hitherto  they  have- 
done  no  newspaper  advertising,  and  I  predict  that  we 
shall  see  them  start  and  "boost"  (1)  their  packed  goods, 
(2)  their  drugs,  and  (3)  their  dispensing.  Even  if  it  does 
not  pay  them,  I  fully  expect  they  will  tackle  the  dispens- 
ing in  every  town,  just  as  they  have  done  for  years  in, 
places  like  Edinburgh,  which,  along  with  Leeds,  is  their 
biggest  centre,  for  at  each  the  turnover  is  above  1,500,000/. 
yearly.  With  Co-operative  shareholders  I  can  sympa- 
thise ;  they  were  in  many  cases  driven  to  open  a  Co-op. 
store  to  protect  themselves  from  the  robbery  of  private- 
traders.  Now  they  have  a  crowd  of  officials  at  salaries 
ranging  from  400Z.  to  1,000/.  a  year.  The  working  man 
daren't  leave  for  fear  of  giving  offence  to  his  mates  (unless 
he  is  emigrating),  and  by  a  certain  rule  they  protect  them- 
selves against  a  run  on  the  bank  by  preventing  more  than 
a  certain  small  number  of  shareholders  from  withdrawing 
at  any  one  time.  So  that,  willy-nilly,  the  show  must 
be  kept  going,  for  it  is  not  like  an  ordinary  company, 
which  could  realise  its  assets ;  they  are  all  tied  up 
together  :  reserves  of  one  Co-op.  are  lent  to  another,  and 
so  on.  This,  then,  is  the  new  move;  and  as  I  can  assure 
chemists  they  have  a  huge  list  of  packed  goods  that 
rivals  those  issued  by  our  leading  wholesale  houses, 
chemists  should  be  prepared  for  still  further  competition. 
The  drug-trade  has  weathered  many  a  storm ;  we  can 
weather  this  if  we  can  keep  our  wholesalers  from  pander- 
ing to  the  Co-op.,  and  if  our  wholesalers  will  manufacture 
at  a  price  to  compete  with  the  Co-op.,  which  should 
not  be  difficult,  because  2d.  of  "  divvy  "  must  be  put  on 
to  every  Is.,  otherwise  the  big  salaries  could  not  be  paid, 
nor  the  big  buildings  put  up  and  kept  up.  In  time,  I 
feel  sure,  they  will  drop  the  "divvy"  business,  and  will 
compete  for  business  by  up-to-date  methods,  big  stocks, 
and  keen  prices,  and  pay  dividends  only  on  the  money 
invested ;  they  will  then  be  just  big  competitors  like 
Wanamaker  or  Siegel  Cooper,  of  New  York.

A  Nut,  to  Crack. 

The  sundries  house  should  pay  for  the  wire.  A  did 
not  instruct  them  to  wire  to  the  makers,  and  the  makers 
were  not  a  party  to  the  transaction  until  after  they  had 
received  the  wire. — Oeo.  Moore. 

Unforeseen  expenses  usually  arise  in  filling  urgent  orders. 
A  conveyed  the  idea  of  urgency  by  wiring,  and  is  re- 
sponsible to  the  sundries  house  for  their  reasonable  prose- 
cution of  the  urgency. — Thos.  Postlethwaite. 

The  sundries  house  should  pay  for  the  wire  and  charge 
it  to  A's  account.  All  wholesalers  are  not  so  obliging  and 
anxious  to  assist  their  customers,  and  they  certainly  ought 
to  be  encouraged  to  do  so.  A  must  be  "  unco  mean,"  and 
it  is,  I  have  no  doubt,  the  actions  of  such  individuals  that 
deter  wholesalers  from  going  out  of  their  way  a  bit  to 
oblige  retailers.  If  A  refuses  to  pay  the  wire,  refer  the 
sundries  house  to  me,  and  I  will. — D.  S.  Bennet. 

Certainly  the  most  reasonable  interpretation  of  the  para- 
graph would  make  it  almost  obvious  that  the  sundries 
house  should  pay.  But — I  say  but — a  very  great  deal  might 
depend  on  the  wording  of  the  "  wire  "  to  the  sundries 
house,  in  the  first  place.  And  a  man  who  uses  the  word 
"  wire  "  with  three  distinct  and  different  meanings  in  one 
short  paragraph  will  surely,  and  very  properly,  have  to 
pay  more  or  less  heavily  for  a  serious  misunderstanding: 
sooner  or  later,  and  he  may  as  well  begin  now. — J. 
Matthews. 
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Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  PP.  211-242  and  pp.  437-439,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


Vindex  (5/54). — If  you  send  us  a  stamped  and  addressed 
envelope  we  shall  return  your  labels  marked  in  accord- 
ance with  their  incidence  to  duty  or  otherwise. 

E.  S.  B.  (10/65). — Dutiable  medicines  may  be  supplied 
unstamped  for  dispensing  purposes  to  chemists  only,  with 
the  permission  of  the  Excise  authorities.  See  G.  <£  D. 
Diary,  p.  220. 

Pharmacist  (7/25). — We  give  in  our  Diary  (p.  216)  a  table 
showing  the  titles  which  chemists  and  chemist-companies 
may  use.  The  latter  are  entitled  to  use  such  descriptions 
as  "  Manager,  Mr.  A.  Blank,  Pharmacist  and  Chemist." 

W.  J.  (8/18). — An  apprentice  who  is  bound  to  a  chemist 
for  three  years,  which  chemist  at  the  end  of  a  year  sells 
his  business,  need  not  continue  the  apprenticeship  with  the 
successor  unless  he  so  desires.  See  Apprenticeship  in  the 
C.  &  D.  Diary. 

Ung.  Boric.  (3/48)  writes:  A  grocer,  when  asked  for 
orange-wines,  vin.  carnis,  etc.,  or  patents  containing 
poisons,  says  he  does  not  stock,  but  will  obtain  in  a  few 
hours;  asked  customers  to  pay,  and  he  will  see  they  have 
it  shortly,  which  he  carries  out.  He  says  this  procedure 
does  not  constitute  a  sale,  and  is  legal.  I  have  a  suspicion 
these  articles  are  on  the  premises  all  the  time.  Does  he 
break  the  law  ?  [So  far  as  the  wines  are  concerned  the 
grocer  is  liable  to  prosecution  by  the  Revenue  authorities; 
as  to  the  poisons,  he  is  covered  by  the  agency  decision, 
Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  White.  '  See  C.  <{■  D.  Diary, 
P-  214.]  '   

Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 


Sea-wateh  Plasma. — Quercus  (8/35). — For  sea-water  plasma 
(costing  3s.  bd.  each)  charge  cost  plus  one-third,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  rule  for  proprietary  preparations, 
and  add  a  dispensing-fee  of  2d.  for  each  aseptule. 

Removal  op  Business. — Ung.  Boric.  (3/48)  puts  this  case: 
If  I  take  up  Insurance  work,  and  I  should  remove  from 
this  town  to  another  before  contract  is  up,  and  I  should 
wish  to  continue  the  work  in  the  other  town,  can  I  do  so,  be 
it  understpod  no  man  takes  up  the  business  I  vacate?  Will 
the  Insurance  Committee  allow  it?  [The  reply  to  "  P.  C." 
covers  the  legal  aspects  of  the  query.  If  a  panel  chemist 
removes  from  one  Committee's  area  to  that  of  another,  he 
can  take  advantage  of  Regulation  38.] 

"  Aq.  et  Syrup,  ad  3vj."— /.  B.  (5/9)  received  an  Insur- 
ance prescription  for  a  cough-mixture  as  follows  : 

Tr.  camph.  co.    ...  3iij. 

Vin.  ipecac   3ij. 

Syr.  scillse    ...  3iv. 

Liq.  amnion,  acet.  fort   3iv. 

Aq.  et  syrup,  ad   Jvj. — M. 

How  much  syrup  should  be  used?  [Half  an  ounce  will  be 
sufficient.  This  is  a  good  example  of  the  opportunities 
which  chemists  have  of  getting  into  touch  with  panel 
doctors  and  establishing  friendly  relations.] 

Resignation  from  the  Panel. — P.  C.  (257/48)  wants  to 
know  if  he  can  be  relieved  from  the  duty  of  dispensing 
Insurance  prescriptions  before  January  14,  i914,  the  date  of 
the  expiry  of  the  contract,  and  how  his  successor  in  business 
can  replace  him  on  the  panel.  [Medical  Benefit  Regula- 
tion 36  is  as  follows : 

1.  Any  oheriuist  or  other  person  desiring  to  .have  his  name 
removed  from  the  list  shall  give  notice  in.  writing  of  his  desire  to 
the  Committee  not  later  than  one  month  after  the  issue  to  him 
of  the  statement  of  alterations  made  by  the  Committee,  or,  where 
no  statement  has  been  issued,  not  later  than  one  month  before 
the  date  of  revision,  and  thereupon  his  name  shall  be  removed 
from  the  list. 

2.  Any  chemist  or  other  person  not  giving  sucli  notice  to  the 
Committee  shall  be  deemed  to  have  undertaken  to  supply  drugs  or 
appliances,  or  both,  upon  the  same  terms  as  in  the  previous  year, 
subject  to  such  modifications  as  are  mentioned  in  the  statement 
of  alterations,  if  any,  issued  to  him  by  the  Committee. 

This  enables  anyone  to  get  prompt  relief  from  his  contract. 
It  is  further  provided  by  Regulation  38  that  where  a  chemist 
or  other  person  commences  to  carry  on  business  in  the  county 
during  the  year,  and  desires  to  undertake  the  supply  of 
drugs  or  appliances,  or  both,  he  shall,  upon  application  to 
the  Insurance  Committee,  be  entitled  forthwith  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  list.  This  is  a  distinction  from  those  who  are 
actually  in  business  in  the  county  but  not  on  the  panel,  who 
can  only  be  placed  upon  it  on  application  not  later  than 
one  month  before  the  date  of  revision.]

Violet  bath-salt,  for  example,  requires  aniline  violet  for 
tinting  purposes,  and  ionone  as  the  perfume.  About  2  grains 
of  the  dye  and  jss.  of  ionone  are  mixed  with  an  ounce  of 
spirit,  and  this  is  sprayed  on  to  the  crystals,  with  constant 
stirring  to  expose  fresh  surfaces.  A  form  of  bath-salt 
which  effervesces  when  placed  in  the  water  is  made  from  a 
formula  such  as  the  following :

— Boric  acid  with 
either  carbolic  or  salicylic  acid  is  generally  used — e.g.,  for 
10  oz.  of  the  cream  add  boric  acid  3ss.  and  salicylic  acid  9j. 
or  carbolic  acid  gr.  xx.  (3)  We  do  not  know  what  is  the 
deposit  in  the  glycerole  of  pepsin.  (4)  Emulsions  made  by 
machinery  are  less  prone  to  separate  owing  to  a  more  com- 
plete breaking  up  of  the  oil.  A  few  experiments  with  a 
smaller  amount  of  acacia  will  be  necessary  before  the  ques- 
tion of  separation  can  be  definitely  answered.  If  you  find 
there  is  still  separation  use  tragacanth  in  place  of  some 
of  the  acacia. 

AlpJia  (259/20). — Big  Gall  is  simply  distension  of  the  gall- 
bladder, which  may  arise  from  a  variety  of  causes,  such  as 
obstruction  of  the  bile-duct  through  disease,  pressure, 
tumours,  parasites,  and  disorders  of  the  liver  itself  Try, 
if  possible,  to  find  out  the  cause.  The  following  treatment 
in  ordinary  cases  usually  is  effective  :

It  is  soluble-  in  oils  1  in  6,  a  fact 
that  is  taken  into  account  when  the  remedy  is  administered 
in  capsules.

S.,  Ltd.  (36/16).— Tomato  Chutney.— We  think  you  are 
referring  to  a  formula  for  tomato  sauce  which  appeared 
in  the  C.  A  D.,  April  5,  index  folio  543.  Another  formula, 
in  which  the  starting-point  was  tomato  pulp,  was  given  in 
our  issue  for  February  18,  1911,  index  folio  269.  The  pulp 
is  made  by  boiling  the  tomatoes  with  a  little  water,  pass- 
ing through  a  fine  sieve  to  separate  the  seeds,  and  then 
evaporating  to  a  paste. 

A.  R.  B.  (2/50). — We  cannot  trace  a  "fever-cure"  of  the 
composition  you  mention,  and  we  do  not  think  that  a 
diluted  nitric  acid  is  entitled  to  such  a  description. 

A.  M.  J.  (4/69). — Gingebin  Equivalent. — Nine  grains  of 
gingerin  is  equivalent  to  1  oz.  tinct.  zingib.  fort.  See  also 
C.  &  D.,  March  22,  1913,  index  folio  470. 

M.  cC-  L.  (4/20). — Manufactuee  of  Infants'  Foods. — This 
is  best  studied  in  the  chapter  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas."  There  is  no  book  published  devoted  to  the 
manufacturing  side  of  this  subject. 

6.  Q.  (Switzerland)  (230/78).— The  chemical  methods  of 
decolorising  a  tincture  containing  chlorophyll,  such  as  pass- 
ing a  current  of  hydrochloric-acid  gas  through,  are  not 
suitable  for  your  purpose.  We  think,  however,  if  you  ex- 
pose the  tincture  to  sunlight  for  a  long  time  you  will 
destroy  nearly  all  the  green  colour.  We  are  inquiring  as 
to  the  source  of  canadol. 

T.  W.  E.  (8/54).— (1)  Essence  of  Dandelion  Stout.— The 
following  formula  gives  a  product  resembling  the  sample 
you  send,  except  that  it  lacks  the  sassafras  flavour  which 
should  be  reserved  for  sarsaparilla  essence.  It  can  be  sup- 
plied, however,  by  adding  a  sufficiency  of  essence  of 
sassafras :

"  Whereas,  the  mutual  cultivation  of  science  tends  to 
break  down  sectional  and  national  distinctions,  and  to  unite 
all  of  kindred  objects  and  pursuits  in  a  common  bond  of 
friendship  and  good-will;  and

maceutists and  Chemists  of  Great  Britain  having  been  sum 
moned,  near  the  same  time  as  our  present  meeting,  at 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  as  we  believe  for  purposes  similar,  if 
not  identical  with  our  own ; 

"  Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  That  we  view  this  movement
